WILD WEST HISTORY. 

The tact that Edward Arlington li said to 
be negotiating with John O. Robinson to put 
on a combination circus and Wild West next 
season, carries considerable significance. In 
fact, it substantiates the opinion, generally 
expressed by showmen who have given tie 
■inject of outdoor entertainment years at 
consideration, that the Wild West, in Vtclf, 
has seen Its best days. 

Is It nort apparent to the most casual ot> 
serrer that the passing of the Buffalo Bill' 



ply take off the edge, bnt It most be admit- 
ted that millions of people who hare never 
entered the canopy of a Wild Wert show on 
the lot are more or less familiar with Wild 
West scenes and all the more reason. It 
would appear, why they should, when the 
Wild West show in reality cones to town, 
fill the blues and the reserves, tut they 
don't. 

Now. why? Supposing you lave seen every 
Wild West sliow In America, what Is the 
difference In their performances. Not to 



show, great or small, but just the same in 
Its essentials, in every metropolitan city and 
hamlet in the United States. Now, If yon 
don't have all these things, you do not have 
a Wild West show, but If you are going to 
put on a new Wild West show and don't have 
these things, what can you give a Wild West 
show with? 

The noble redman Is passing, It is true, 
although statistics tell us that there are 
more Indians on the North American Conti- 
nent to-day than there was when Columbus 
first set foot on this soil. But the Indian 
it being assimilated. Assimilation through 
environment Is a potent factor In the mould- 
ing of civilisation. The "show-Indian" has

the Frontier," followed by that great Ameri. 
can actor, Mayo, in "Davey Crockett." Then 
followed 1 the Immortal portrayal of "Daniel 
Boone," and In latter days Blaney's and 
A. H. Wood's melodramas. As a matter of 
record the stage presentations were short- 
lived, although. In their hey-day. they af- 
forded plenty of thrills for the American 
theatre going people, and, as a matter of fact, 
the only stage production of this character 
which survives Is Klaw i Erlanger's "The 
Bound-Up," The only thing that prolongs its 
life, is nort the play Itself, bnt the icenlc In- 
vestiture afforded It, and even tali sterling 
attraction, which was a furore at first, has 
dwindled in Importance until it is now play- 
ing the cheaper priced theatres. 

Nate Salisbury was really the father of 
. Wild West out-of-door entertainment He 
saw the possibilities and took advantage of 
them. The history of the Buffalo Bill Wild 
West Show really dates from its Inaugura- 
tion at Btaten Island. True, the World's 
Fair engagement In Chicago, not only served 
to enrlchthe coffers of Colonel Cody and his 
associates, but it brought into being a form 
of attraction which, for many years, in op- 
position to the great circus aggregations of 
the day. more than held up Its prestige, but. 
Incidentally, made more money In tho same 
■pace of time, than has been mads before or 
since by any traveling tented enterprise. 

Not alone in America was the Wild West 
popular, but throughout continental Europe, 
it was an artistic and financial success. In 
England, in Austria, in Germany, in France 
In Spain, everywhere, for the projectors of 
this unique form of amusement, typical of 
Western life in America, was it a blaze of 
triumph. 

And, pausing for a moment, while Colonel 
W. F. Cody and bis coterie of Wild Wert 
associates were acclaimed in the cities of 
Europe, it must be recorded that only once 
In tho history of the world has any amuse- 
ment aggregation been given official rec- 
ognition by the Vatican, In Borne. His 
Holiness, Pope Leo, XIII, accorded Colonel 
Cody the honor of a private audience, fol- 
lowing which the cowboys, cowgirls, ranch- 
men and the Indians, assembled in the gar- 
dens of the Catholic Capitol, received the 
Apostolic blessing. 

Surely, at that time, It appeared to the 
showmen of the world that the Wild West 
was supreme as a form of entertainment, 
for lucrative returns. Kings, princes, em- 
perors, dukes, barons, lords end other 
titled Individuals were not loath to pay 
every honor to the representatives of the 
American plains. 

Alas I how are the mighty fallen. 

During the past month In the city of 
Denver, one of the world's greatest aggre- 
gations was sold. Piece by piece the prop- 
erty has been scattered to the fonr parts of 
the world. 

Why was this? 

Why, tn spite of the fact, that the head 
of this aggregation were the two predom- 
inating factors In the Wild Wcit world, 
vis.; Colonel W. F. Cody and Major Gor- 
don W. Llllle? 

At the time of the disintegration of the 
Two-Bills show, the executive staff was 
rr.ade up of men who had been tried and 
not found wanting in the projection of thli 
class of attractions. Some Bay the mov- 
ing; pictures were Instrumental In putting a 
"kibosh" on the Wild West — some say It 
was because the general director of the busi- 
ness department was "cheap" and permitted 
pusillanimous policy to lower tho dignity 
of the show which had been built up and 
maintained for many years during its areat- 
eit prosperity — somo aver that In "fnre- 
welllng" Colonel Cody, "the hero horseman 
of the world" for some two years previous 
to 1018. that It had a tendency to make 

{irospectlve patrons in the territory played 
his season apprehensive that "the grandest 
old scout of them all" had really passed 
from public exhibition life. 

Can anyone really give the answer why 
the Wild West form of entertainment has 
fallen into disrepute as a financial proposi- 
tion? 

Let us analyse the situation. As to the 
"movies," for Instance, It is true that In 
the majority of the moving picture theatres 
of America, Wild West subjects prevail. 
"The attack of the stage coach," "rescue 
of the white maiden from the hands of the 
red savages," etc., but when yon come right 
down to cases, the moving pictures do not 
reproduce the Wild West show. They slm-

of Daniel Boone have long since crumbled 
into decay. True, his memory lives, but the 
young folks of to-day are not inclined to 
shed tears for the poor maiden scalped bj the 
Indians, but rather to follow the fortunes of 
"Bertha, the Sewing Machine Girl," or laugh 
at the antics of Fred A. Stone, In "The Lady 
of the SUpper." 

Strange now we progress, but facts are 
facts, and cannot be gainsaid. 

Amusements have become so cheap In price 
that the highest class attraction can be en- 
joyed by the lowliest artisan. And they 
don't want the rough stuff any more. As a 
proof ot It, the galleries are empty these days. 
And here's another thing, even in the mov- 
ing picture shows you can Sear grand opera 
and witness portrayals of some of the world's 
masterpieces, such as "Quo Vadls?" and "Les 
Miserables."

It is too bad, though, to disillusion the 
youth of America. I can recall when a boy 
how I reveled In the dime novel telling me 
of the exploits of Deadwood Dick and Nick 
Carter. But to-day the man who can tee 
14 in golf is a much greater hero, In my 
estimation. The massacre of Fort Dear- 
born curdled the blood of the world, but 
to-day the divorce proceedings of the mil- 
lionaire broker and his dancer bride, Saha- 
ret, will cause a greater stir at va-ssar. 
Harry Thaw's Incarceration in the Jails of 
Canada and New Hampshire hare consumed 
more space In the metropolitan press of the 
world, than did tho capture of Geronlmo. 
The. ghost dances at Finer Ridge did cause 
a flutter, but think of the newspaper col- 
umns devoted to the terpalchorean accom- 
plishments of Butb St Dents. 

Now, let's get back to cases— the fact re- 
mains; that during the past five years Wild 
West shows have come and Wild West shows 
have gone. Name me one (with but one ex- 
ception) that has made money, and possibly 
its success is due to the fsct that Its guiding 
spirit whom we know to be versatile, not only 
in show business but In the business world, 
has been clever enough to route It Into terri- 
tory where it has met with but little oppo- 
sition. 

Now. what of the future? The future 
seems that the Wild West will nave to amal- 
gamate with something else In order to form 
a combination of something that is greater 
thsn Itself to wit : The circus, seems to be 
the natural affiliation. This has been tried 
and proved a success, In years agone, as is 
familiar to students of amusement history, 
sud VIA rSt ltt>on learned of the downfall,

of a purely Wild West exhibition, the keen 
circus man (and a number of them are giv- 
ing the matter serious consideration) will 
take advantage of pest experiences and obvi- 
ate mistakes which have been made. 

It would seem a pity. Indeed, if the youth 
of America were deprived of an opportunity 
to see the aboriginal In all his war paint 
and feathers, but In order that the pur- 
veyor of tent show entertainment catering 
to the young folks of the land makes money 
he must give them something more than 
war dances, stage coach robberies and stero- 
typed Wild West performances. 

He must have clowns to make the children 
laugh. 

He must have horses, groomed, and rid- 
den by expert artists. 

He must have elephants and he must have 
camels, and dare-devil acrobats to give n 
real thrill, and be must have lions and 
tigers, polar bears and monkeys. 

In fact be must have something different, 
something greater, so that the foils will not 
say — "They're all alike." 

Sows weeks ago a telegraphic dispatch 
appeared in The New York Clipper to 
the effect that it was not improbable that a 
mammoth carnival organization would bo 
projected from Leavenworth, Kan., next 
Spring. While I am not authorized. In any 
way, to substantiate this rumor. It would 
sot be surprising to me If Colonel Charles 
W. Parker did do something of this kind.

True It is that the pro- 
moters who have been utilizing Parker 
equipment have made fortunes for them- 
selves and bave incidentally helped the 
genial Colonel to build the greatest Insti- 
tution for the manufacture of amusement 
devices in tbe world, but can it be wondered 
at that C. W. Parker should have aspira- 
tions to more thoroughly perpetuate his 
name in placing upon the road a monster 
carnival organization? 
'I. had the pleasure of being entertained 
by Colonel Parker at his factory, in Leaven- 
worth, some weeks ego. It was Just upon 
the eve of his departure for California, where 
be was to confer with the administration 
officials of the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
In reference to installing a $50,000 carry-us- 
all, on the plaza of pleasure, which is to be 
a feature at the big Pacific Coast World's 
Fair. I was taken all through the establish- 
ment, and I marveled at the operations of 
this institution, which has the reputation 
of taming out more amusement devices than 
any factory in the world. All was orderly, 
everything seemed to be In its proper place, 
there was no confusion, and under the 
masterful direction of Colonel Parker, who, 
perhaps, has done more, directly and in- 
directly, than any one man to make the car- 
nival a potent factor In the entertainment of 
the masses, everything moved with clock-like 
regularity.

Imagine, scarce 
twenty years ago, a little merry-go-round, 
crude and lacking the attributes which impel 
most of us, if we have children, to patronize 
the modern carousel. Steadily, but surely. 
profligate In his experiments, unmindful of 
outlay, ever seeking to make his apparatus 
better, from year to year, Colonel Parker 
has substantiated his title, as the "worlds 

Seatert purveyor of merry-go-round entcr- 
lnment'' 

And I am sure he will not take umbrage 
If I announce the fact that next season will 
find on tbe road with the leading cir- 
cus, Wild West and carnival organizations, 
portable merry-go-rounds; the kind you can 
put up in an hour snd a naif and take down 
in one hour. I understand that the Rineling 
Bros., Bsrnum ft Bailey, AL G. Barnes, 
The 101 Ranch, and other shows have al- 
ready contracted for these amusement de- 

The little folks wsnt action and they like 
pretty horses. Inridentally these portab.e 
carry-us-alls will materially help to pay the 
transportation of the big shows day by da v. 

I presume that tome of our readers win

Far be It from such: but 
I believe that it is up to us to encourage 
these men who bring Joy and hnpplness to 
the masses; to do everything we posalp.> 
can to help them make it pleasant for toe 
little ones; and when the Inst word is aala. 
Colonel Charles W. Parker will be rernem- 
bered for many years to come as JjnjWE 
evolved a mode of entertainment dUtinc- 
tlvely Individual and at a price within tin 
reach of all. ' 

But to return to the posslbllltlei of a new 
carnival organization for the season of IW* 
Mark you, Colonel C. W. Parker has rum 
one hundred railroad cars at his commotio 
Some of them axe being utilized by the Lon 
T. Kennedy Shows, some by the Wortham & 
Allen United Shows, some bv the Brundage 
Shows, hut none of them have the ra™ cr 
moniker upon them. Although Colonel ?•«" 
has amassed a fortune, which is conservative- 
ly estimated at a million or more, It wouiii 
not bo at all surprising if he determined to 
place before the American public a carnival 
organisation of magnitude In 1014.

The company Is largely composed of Eng- 
lish players, who aore "to tho manor born/' 
and Hereby a naturalness Is given, to the 
various characters which might be lost at 
the hands of our native players.

Ernest Lawford, as Thomas Kennion. the 
uhclc, gave a splendid impersonation of tho 
man of the world, who had, to some extent, 
thrown off tho shackles of conventlonaUties 
and looked at lifo with a broader view than 
that nt bis brother, but who still, in spite of 
himself, bowed to the authority of his mother. 

Grace Kennloa. as played by Katherlno 
■MacPherson, was a true portraiture of the 
English girl who, In spite of the fact that 
Khe 1b moro than twenty-one, realises the 
convention that make* an unmarried English 
young woman subject to the authority of 
her parents, hut still has tho temerity to 
mildly resent It. 

Clinton Preston end Rex McDongal, as 
Beggle and Arthur, respectively, were capi- 
tal, and Robert B. Fmtwietle, as Mr. Lead- 
bitter, and Alfred R. Dight, as Mr. Fowle, 
were excellent in these respective character 
bltK. The others did good work.

We aro Introduced to Lillian and her 
brutal husband, in a scene In vAIch he Is 
mauling her about because sho had displeased 
him, and he is giving her a sample of hla 
customary discipline. Ho taunts her with 
being faithful to him because she is a weak- 
ling, and always remained ''whoro 'Jor bread 
was best buttered." This la the last straw, 
and when ho leaves tho room to dress for 
dinner she 'phoni-s to Hugh Paton, who has 
long loved hor, that she la ready to como to 
Cum. •Sho leave* letter telling Garson why 
and with whom sho is leaving, and places 
It, with her Jewelry, in a desk drawer. 

The scene changes to Paten's apartment, 
and we hear his end of tho "phono message. 
Lillian enters, and after saying ho will toko 
hor to Egypt with ilm. Paton goes out to get 
a cab. A commotion Is heard off stage, and 
Dr. Brodle enters and tells Lillian, Paton 
has 'been killed by a motorbus. 

The scene then changes back to tho Garson 
home. GocstB are expected for dinner, ono 
of whom la Dr. Brodle. Garson discovers tho 

Jewelry Just an the Beddings arrive, but 
Iocs not see the letter. Brodle arrives and 
tells of the tragedy. 'Lillian enters end 
Brodle recognises her as "tho woman," but 
does not bctrav her. Garaon's Jealousy Is 
aroused by Ilroalo's story of tho tragedy, and 
the suggestion by ono of tho guests that 
eloping wives usually leave Jewelry and a 
letter, Ho goes to the drawer, but Lillian 
lias already extracted the letter. Satisfied, 
be and the Reddlngs leave the room and 
Lillian after destroying the incriminating 
missive, follows on the arm of Dr. Brodle. 

Of tenseness and real gripping dramatic 
situations, "Half An Hour" contains more 
than nioBt full length dramas. It Is a re-

markably well conceived and well written 
playlet, and, save for one inconsistency the 
author bas overlooked. It is well nigh per- 
fect. Dr. Brodle Is greeted by Garson and 
the Reddlngs aa an old friend and frequent 
visitor, and it would scarcely be passible 
nnder this condition for him not to have 
seen Lillian before, as the Garsons bavc been 
married for a number of years. The Intro- 
duction of a single line would remedy this. 

As Lillian, Miss George did romnrknblo 
work. Her poise was perfect, and her acting 
nt the telephone carried a scene which could 
easily have been made ridiculous. In the 
scene where Lillian greets ber lover she 
plainly depicted the woman who, for years 
chained to a brute whom she did not love, 
tut to whom she had been faithful because 
ebe feared public opinion, had at last rent 
the bonds asunder, trembled at her temerity 
for having done so, and could scarcely real- 
ize that it bad become a fact 

Lillian's horror when, Bhe hears of ber 
lover's death, and the dazed condition In 
which H leaves her, the plight into which 
she bas been thrown, audi the wall coming 
from the very soul of the weakling which 
Lillian hi — "what am I to do?" aU were de- 
pleted with the very aome of artistry. And 
when Lillian is forced to face the accnslng 
eyes cf Dr. Brodle, forced to conceal the 
knowledge of her guilty act and assume her 
usual light and airy manner, lest ber change 
of mien arouse her husband s suspicions, the 
fullest art of the actress was put to the 
test. In this scene Miss George proved she 
possessed talent her fondest admirers had 
never given her credit for. Bhe acted with 
a repressed! emotion few actresses are equal 
to. 8bo gave expression to the fact that, 
while Llllinu was apparently llghthearted, 
she was toeing rent with conflicting emotions. 
As Lillian's weak nature would not permit 
her to love deeply she had no grief at 
ber lover's death, and she was spared 
this emotion. But the horror of her 
lover's death and the fact that sbe must 
return to ber brutal husband; the terror 
lest Dr. Brodle would disclose her Identity; 
the mortification, oelf-humlllntlon and wound- 
ed pride that she had been thwarted by fate 
in an act which, to her weak character, 
seemed to be the only courageous thing she 
had ever done, all were cleverly shown, by 
Miss George. 

Hers wss a triumph indeed. A triumph 
that the public which has long held this 
actress in high esteem is proud of.

John and Jessie Powers were billed to 
appear here the first half, but owing to tbo 
(fleabh of Miss Powers' mother, tiey were 
compelled to cancel in favor of Faust and 
Williams. 

Gun Edwards' Yankee Doodle Scouts (sea 
New Acts), the Two Cain Slaters (see New 
Acts), in a lively song specialty, and Irving 
and Dubois (see New Acts), singers and 
dancera, lead the bill for the change of pro- 
gram on Thursday. At the evening show 
of this date something, the first little some- 
thing that has happened at this bouse since 
we have been visiting It, went much wrong. 
In the first place Grace Belmont compelled 
the orchestra to play the Introduction to her 
first number half a dozen times before sbe 
appeared to know it was her time to "show."

It 
U further recited In the complaint that ex- 
hibitors falling to accept the terms of the 
exchanges In relation to the foregoing con- 
dition have been threatened with a severance 
of their base of aim supply.

The curtain Is of vary heavy velours of 
the awmu prevailing tono of green, snd Is 
panelled In ainolhyat and gold. In addition 
there aro a multitude or remarkably fine 
mural paintings by .I.lchtuuauer. To de-

article, but It may bo said in brief that no 
theatre so genuinely lavish and yet In such 
eiuulslte good taste haa ever before been 
built In New York.

A Bailey Circus Co., at 10.80 in the morning, 
obtained an Instanter Injunction agtlnat the mayor 
tnd commissioners of Memphis, and W. J, Hays, 
chief of police, restraining there from interfering 
with the parade or show In any manner. 

Humors tbat city officials contemplated some 
action as a result of the show going there during 
Ibe Trl State Fair, led the circus company to ob- 
tain an injunction. 

Thos. M. Scruggs represented the circus people 
before Judge Jacob 8. Gsllowty, who Issued the 
order. 

Tbe complainants recited that they had paid the 
required license tax levied by the city. 

Charles M. Bryau, city attorney, got a copy of 
the Injunction at once. ''We won't do Earthing," 
said he, on behalf ot the city, "because Judge 
Galloway, Issuing it, put it to tbe October rule. 
By tint time the show will be gone, and out of 
this territory."

Bailer, Greatest Show on Earth, Samuel Mc- 
cracken, manager, against the elty of Memphis 
and W. J. Bays, chief of police." 

It exhibited the $200.20 license receipt It ob- 
tained Aug. 11 from James Brett-Jr., city license 
collector. Toe MU charged that tbe city arbitra- 
rily tried to Interfere, In utter disregard of the 
rights of tbe show, for so reason, because no 
reason existed In law.

The long anticipated production of "Evan- 

fellne," by Arthur Hopkins, was shown at 
bis house on the above mentioned date. A 
crowded house, which included Vice Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Marshall, and Secretary of 
War Llndley M. Garrison, was present 

While the critics and the regular first 
tdghtera are divided in their opinions of 
lEvangellne" as a play, they all agreed that 
the production which Mr. Hopkins has pro- 
vided wan a magnificent one. Seldom has 
the New York stage offered a series of more 
beautiful stage pictures. There were ten in 
all, and each reflected credit upon the stage 
direction of Gustav von Seyffertitx. 

Mr. Broadburst has followed the great 
poem In his dramatic version aa closely as 
stage purposes will permit It Is really more 
of a spectacle than a play. While the action 
moves slowly, -there are several thrills. The 
religious atmosphere of the poem has been 
adhered to admirably. 

With tbe exception of Evangeline, the 
Shawnee and that of Father Fellclan, there 
is not a "fat" role in the entire piece. Most 
of the parts are "bits," end very eman bits 
at that 

The stage version of "Evangeline" begins, 
as does the poem, with the "forest primeval, 
where tbe prologue la spoken by tbe Spirit 
of Acadle. Next we see a street scene In an 
Acadian village. The women are seen spin- 
ning and tbe men are returning from work. 
Here we are introduced to the beautiful 
Evangeline, her lover, Gabriel Lajeunesse, 
and the good Father Fellclan. After Evan- 

feline leaves her lover, Gabriel and tbe priest 
alk of the presence of the British troops 
stationed at the mouth of the river. 

Next we are shown Evangeline's home and 
the signing of the marriage contract by tbe 
berolne and, her lover, witnessed by Gabriel's 
father, Basil, and Evangeline's father. 

It Is at the wedding feast in the fields that 
the British troops appear on the scene and 
order all present to report at the chur- h to 
bear tbe proclamation of the British King, 
which was to the effect that all of their 
cattle, etc., was now the property of the 
Crown, end that the people should be exiled. 
Wives were torn from their husbands, lovers 
were parted, children were separated from 
their parents. As readers of history and 
those familiar with LongfeUow'B poem, 
"Evangeline," know, this occurred In 1785. 

Her father now dead, Evangeline begins 
her long search for her lover, which ends, 
after many years of searching, In an alms- 
house In Philadelphia, where she Is acting 
as Suiter of Mercy and where Gabriel Is 
dying of sickness. . 

Edna Goodrich was entrusted with the 
title role and surprised everyone with the 
excellent quality of her acting. She gave 
the role -the charm, the tenderness and the 
simplicity that it demanded. Only In Its one 
emotional scene was she found wanting. She 
made a beautiful picture ai the simple, lov- 
ing, trusting maid. 

Lillian Kingsbury, as tbe Shawnee woman, 
won much applause by her reading of the 
phancom love story to Evangeline. The scene, 
which takes place in the Indian Mission, Is 
made doubly Impressive by tbe fine music 
which William Furst has composed especially 
for this production. 

Frank Andrews made the role of the priest 
a most lovable one, and was especially good 
In the mob scene, which, by the way, was 
splendidly handled 

Rlrhard Bubler, as Gabriel, was mis-cast, 
to put the matter mildly. Others who lent 
excellent aid were : David Torrence, as Basil ; 
Ralph Bunker, as Rene Le Blanc, and Allen 
Scott, as a Jesuit priest 

The company Is a very large one, more 
than one hundred persons being employed. 
This Includes a dozen real Indiana 

It may be said In passing that this pro- 
duction places the Park ones more in the 
list of tbe two dollar theatres.

GENERAL FILM CO. INAUGURATES 
EXCLUSIVE) SERVICE. 

Monday, Oct 18, the General Film Co. 
will start its new exclusive service plan. 
After several months of careful deliberation 
and planning the officials of tbe company 
have at last evolved a practical system of 
operation that should prove satisfactory to 
both sides of tbe arrangement. 

The object of tho exclusive service Idea Is 
to give absolute protection to theatres In 
crowded localities and Insure them a pro- 
gram of features that cannot bo duplicated 
or seen anywhere else within a specified 
Jurisdiction. 

The territory is to be determined by the 
exhibitor, who pays according to Its extent 
and population. This puts the matter en- 
tirely within the financial range of the ex- 
hibitor. The exclusive service system will, 
of course, not be confined to any one house 
In a particular territory, but it means that 
whatever one house bargains for will bo ex- 
clusive to that particular theatre. The Gen- 
eral Film Company la not prepared to Bay 
at this time Just how many theatres it can 
serve in a given territory and keep them all 
clear, but unquestionably it can servo two, 
with probabilities of serving three or four. 

According to the present plan, this service 
will consist of twelve reels per week for 
each theatre, divided into three programs, 
one every other day. Bach program will 
bo made up of ono multiple-reel subject and 
two singles, in all making three progrums 
of four reels each for the week. 

It Is expected that there will bo many who 
will bo Inclined to doubt the practicability of 
an exclusive service, but the General Film 
Company has devoted a great deal of time 
and thought to the matter for some months 
and is quite certain that it has evolved an 
entirely practical plan that will work 
smoothly from the Btort; and that If any 
changes are to bo made tley will be of a 
minor nature. 

There are many advantages to a service 
of this kind, not tho least of which Is the 
very oxcluslvencss Itself, to say nothing of 
the peace of mind it will bring to the ex- 
hibitor, who Is relieved of the thoughts of 
what his competitor Is going to have. Be- 
sides this It will have tho effect of eliminat- 
ing great waste of money in competitive ad- 
vertising, and ot the some time will allow 
the theatre to get the full benefit of what- 
ever ndvertlalng It does put out, with no 
danger of Bomeono else showing the subjects 
flrBt and getting tho benefit of such advertis- 
ing. Among the other merits of tie Idea Is 
the assurance of a superior program and tho 
additional profit that will accrue from It, 
as well as tho advantage of exclusive adver- 
tising. 

It is not the purpose of the General Film 
Company to hold anyone to any contract. 
In fact, there will bo no contracts in con- 
nection with this service. It has been found 
that contracts have often proved Irksome to 
one side or the other, especially as business 
conditions change, as they are doing at tho 
present time; therefore It has been deemed 
advisable to leave tho exhibitor and also the 
General footloose in case everything does 
not work out as expected. 
"BISHOP'S CARRIAGE" INJUNCTION 

DOES NOT AFFECT EXHIBITORS. 

An Incomplete report published in a few 
trade Journals, tending to Imply that the 
temporary injunction obtained by tho Llehlor 
Co. against the film production of "In tbe 
(Bishop's Carriage" applies to all prints of

Wfg. Co., violates the spirit of the writ, as 
In text and effect tho injunction was only 
designed to prohibit the Famous Players'

In every phase of scientific amusements. The 
public has been educated to expect a dollar 
show for a nickel and a two dollar show for 
a dime. At tbe same time this public, corc- 

& rising, at It does, millions who never bad 
Ben Inside of a regular playhouse, and to 
whom the lure of cheap prices was compel- 
ling, has nevertheless become an Influence 
for .betterment In tbe productivity of tbe 
now Increasing group of manufacture™ of 
. film. 

The ten cent photoplay bouse, of which 
there are 'now, in this country, at least 
10,000, reflects but tbe effort of the ex- 
hibitor to catch up with the astonishing 
changes In an industry that has. at last 
temptedr the man of capital and business 
rectitude to enter the once despised calling 
still known as "the show business. These 
ten cent theatres, however, compare favor- 
ably with the two dollar playhouses, not 
only In seating capacity but la their archi- 
tectural character. No city of any size In 
this country la without at least as many 
of these high grade picture houses as there 
are of all other classes combined, and the 
majority were erected in tbe last two years. 
financed by men, and not a few women, to 
whom theatrical endeavor was wholly un- 
known. 

This new group of film producers has come 
Into being as a result of the tremendous 
vogue of "the feature film," constituting pro- 
ductions Involving an original outlay of from 
$25,000 to $150,000 for each, and requiring 
from 8,000 to 8,000 feet of film to evolve. 
The <pkmeer of this feature film movement 
is Oeorge Klclne, of Chicago, who, besides 
conducting the largest supply house in the 
motion picture Industry In this country, con- 
trols the American rights for the output of 
the Cir.ea Company, of Borne, Italy. 

The Clnes production of "Quo VadlsJ" an 
eight reel pictorial adaptation of the great 
Ulblical spectacle, has Inaugurated a new 
era. In New York, at tbe Astor Theatre, aurlng 
the heat of Bummer, and at admission prices 
five times that charged in other movlug pic- 
ture houses, the "Quo VadlaT" pictures have 
already had a run of over two nundred end 
fifty performances at the Astor Theatre. 
The spectacle of a long line of seat pur- 
chasers at the box oOlce buying seats six to 
ten days ahead, Is surely an interesting one, 
but to see speculators doing a land office 
business supplying seats to the disappointed 
applicants at double prices indicates that the 
day has arrived when playgoers of the best 
quality can be enticed into a moving picture 
show. And what Is true of the Astor The- 
atre is true in a dozen other cities simul- 
taneously. It is said that Cohan ft Harris, 
who are affiliated with -Oeorge Klelue In the 
management of <the pictures, are already 
Si 09,000 ahead, and thai they refused 
$250,000 for halt of their own Interest in 
this undertaking. 

Now Ones-George K'elne announces that 
besides the "Quo Vadla?" film, he will present 
on the screen "Antony and Cleopatra," an- 
other Cines production of eight reels, cost- 
ing over $100,000 to prepare, and "The Last 
Days of Pompeii," an Ambroslo triumph, 
which has been in preparation for sixteen 
months, and which, like "Quo Vndls?" is to 
bo solely presented In playhouses of the first 
grade and at regular theatre prices for Beats. 

Tbe important theatrical Interests, al- 
ready having Intrenched themselves In tbe 
film. Industry by compacts such as that of 
Klaw ft Brlanger with the Blograph Com- 
pany, nnd the Messrs. Liebler with the Vita- 
graph people, are planning to release many 
of their plavs and spectacles. Over fifty of 
tbcee are already scheduled for immediate 
production on the screen. Among tbe num- 
ber are such great successes of other davs as 
"Ben-Hur," "The Christian," "The Music 
Master" and "Joseph and His Brethren." 

Despite the activity of erstwhile play pro- 
ducers In a field tlicy not so long ago regard- 
ed as beneath their consideration, the es- 
tablished film producers claim that the next 
year will witness a demand for "the actual- 
ity" as against the distinctly theatrical or 
fictional product nnd they point to the vast 
fortunes made from auch real features as 
"Captain Scott's South Pclo Expedition."

stars of tho playhouse zone. No, not one of 
them would they part with, not even If tho 
divine Sarah herself would be meted ont to 
them In exchange. 

And it was the groat Bernhardt herself,

A better or truer vaudeville bill could not 
be asked for than the one which Manager 
Ringer supplied at this house lor the first 
week In October. A collection of cbaractres, 
-well tried and proved entertainers, followed 
each other in rapid succession. Including: 
rich persons as Samuel Metiort, late star of 
the "legit," hailing from "Louisiana Lou;" 
lllson City Kour, Frank Koenan, Lillian Lor- 
raine, Clayton Kennedy, and a host of others. 

nan Ion and Uanlon (Mike and Frank) 
opened the show with six minutes of full 
speed ahead acrobats. Tlic boys are two 
beautiful specimens of well developed 
physique, and present advantageously an 
interesting exhibition of athletics. Short 
but snappy seems to be their motto, and a 
good one It Is. They do ft little stalling, 
tint very little, and the six minutes which 
they occupy the stage are devoted to clever 
hard work. If more of these acts would 
follow this example and sot bore us with 
a long drawn out affair, they would go over 
much better. 

Joe and Lew Cooper, two popular com- 
posers, sang and played for us in an entirely 
satisfactory manner. The longer the boys 
were with us the better we liked them, and 
they made a grand finish with their char- 
acter work. Their repertoire includes all 
popular material, with enough originality to 
make it different and distinguish their work. 
The boys were well applauded. 

Addison Burkhardt has supplied Sam Llc- 
bert with a scintillating little musical play- 
let, entitled "After the Wedding." It gives 
Mr. Llebert, who until recently was Btar In 
tbe great La Salle success, "Louisiana Lou," 
plenty of opportunity to display his Hebrew 
character work in monologue and also sing 
a number of songs, Including part of those 
from "Louisiana Lou." Be is assisted all 
through very ably at the piano by James 
flanley, and with bis "Rose of the Ghetto" 
song by Rosemond Martin. Mr. Llebert does 
not play to a riotous reception, although his 
welcome la always most cordial. 

The Bison Oty Four, composed of Mllo, 
Hughes, Glrard and Hoscoe, although a very 
•Id act have changed their material enougu 
to always make It new and refreshing. And 
besides, the boys know huw to sing, which 
Is, of course, the big point with any quar- 
tette. However, novelty of presentation 
makes a favorable impression and adds great- 
ly to the Individuality of quartette actB, for 
as we all know, Ibey exist by the score. Tbo 
foursome Eiarre acquired a distinct way ot 
putting over their songs, not lacking In fun 
and humor. A good reliable and tried act. 

Clayton Kennedy and Mattle Rooney al- 
ways come In for their shore of applause and 
approval, and their share Is by no means a 
small one. They call their act "The Happy 
Medium," a clever title, In so much as it 
deals a trifle with spiritualism, yet there Is 
scarcely anything portrayed In vaudeville 
that this pair do not try a hand at Singing, 
dancing, piano playing, comedy, live patter, 
all receive careful attention from both. It 
Is all good original stuff the mnporlty of 
which you will not find duplicated. 

And so, too, has Lillian Lorraine decided 
to take a smart slap nt vaudeville, and add 
thereby abundantly to her wallet. But 
vaudeville Is not new to Miss Lorraine, for 
anybody, who lias been featured in one of 
Ziegfeld's FolHeH has been among one grand 
array of vaudeville talent, combined Into a 
continuous performance of several half hours, 
backed with a background of real live, yet 
painted scenery, or in other words, our dear 
little friends, the chorus girls. But what- 
ever Miss Lorraine has been makes very 
little difference to us, In so much as what 
•he In constitutes the winning number. Wo 
do not mind paying mon'jy to see Miss Lor- 
raine, for It Is value received ; In fact, some- 
times we think wo owe Iho management 
more.

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Jose Collins, whose picture appears on the 
front page of this Issue, began her artistic 
career In the music halls at London. After 
achieving noteworthy success with George 
Edwardes. at Daly's Theatre, In the English 
metropolk* she came to this side last year 
to create tho title rolo of "Tho Merry 
Countess," at the Casino.

MAJESTIC. 

With the exception of Florence Ho'brook's 
name, this past week's program at the Ma- 

iestlc .contained no stars it exceptional note, 
lowcvcr, the bill was entertaining In vaude- 
ville style and worthy of favorable comment. 

True to tbe rule of a supposedly well bal- 
anced show, comedy gymnasts by the name 
of Uanlon, Dean and lianlon opened In first 
position. As the program states, they have 
somewhat a style of their own, and while we 
give them credit for being hard workers and 
clever, yet they could have been better rep- 
resented. It was well worth getting there In 
time to see, however, snd the trio closed with 
a good hand. The comedy was mediocre. 

Fred Watson and Rena Santos have the 
right Idea of vaudeville In their portrayal of 
songs and dances. Mr. Watson s value lies 
more In his ability to dance, while bis part- 
ner, Miss Santos, possesses a very fine so- 
prano voice. Her musical numbers were well 
appreciated and encored accordingly. They 
work well together and have very good stage 
manners. These facts, together with Miss 
Santos' costuming, make it rank with tbe 
best of song and dance teams. 

Ventriloquists have lost a lot of their erst- 
while prestige as entertainers, and yet every- 
one always welcomes (Ed. Reynard, with his 
production, entitled "A Morntn' In Hlcks- 
vllle," Introducing his rural character come- 
dians. Mr. Reynard, besides being a re- 
markable ventriloquist, presents his act In a 
most original style. It cannot he duplicated 
with success. A large amount of scenery is 
used which adds greatly to the effectiveness. 
It is a good laugh from start to finish and 
contains many bright quips. 

As to monologlsta, Fred Duprez, obviously 
proved as popular as any that have appeared 
at tbe Majestic for some time. 'His Informal 
atntablo disposition makes you feel comfort- 
able right in the start, while his bright and 
breezy monologue wins for him a legion of 
admirers. Fred was mighty funny In his 
first few songs and Uttle philosophical logic, 
although his one diameter "mollerdrummer," 
which he used for an encore, dragged a bit 
too long. That may scarcely bo classed as 
a material fault, however, and as a summary, 
Mr. Duprez did very, very well. 

Will Oakland and bis company are being 
presented In a mighty novel way by John 
Peebles this season. It might, as the pro- 
gram styles It, bo called a melodious singing 
novelty, entitled "At tie Club," and bo 
very correct Mr. Oakland has undoubtedly 
a decidedly pleasing voice, with which ho 
has perfect control, and his featured songs 
were the beBt ports of tho number. However, 
his company are to be equally an compli- 
mented for their share in making It the suc- 
cess that It la. Tie songs which were ar- 
ranged by Jean Have* and George Hotsford, 
were both appropriate and delightful. 

An old established snd yet always a CP. rc : 
elated pair Is James Diamond and Sibyl 
Brcnnan, who have often before cutertnlned 
ns at the Monroe Street playhouse. Mr. Dia- 
mond Is an eccentric comedian, and dancer 
par excellence. Miss Brennaiv— well, you do 
not like her so well for what she docs, but 
■what she Is. She Is, Indeed, fair to gaze 
upon, and most refined in her patter and 
dances. They always go ble. 

If you care for portrayals of Inebriates on 
tho stage you should by all means see Charley 
Orapewln, in his own skit entitled "Tho 
Awakening of Mr. Plpp." The scene Is laid 
lu the sleeping apartment of Mr. Plpp at 
A. it., and said gentleman Is lust being 
uwakencd from an awful "bun" of tho night 
before, by his wife. Of course, for Borne, It 
is lota of fun to see Mr. Orapewln stugger 
about and hold his head, and take his sus- 
penders for a snake and the usual run of 
••souse" tricks. He actually presents tho 
character true to life, not that we know 
from experience, but from sights wo have 
seen. Anna Chance assists blm nicely in tho 
role of his heartbroken wife. The skit Is 
lively throughout, with Just a touch of pa- 
thos. A good lesson for all. 

It seemed mighty good to see Miss Hoi- 
brook again, although we did not like her 
in vaudeville nearly as well as some of her 

J >ast legitimate successes, accomplished be- 
'oro she stopped being the better half of 
Cecil Lean. Anyhow, Miss Holbrook looked 
awfully sweet and charming in her various 
gowns, even though some of tho songs wcro 
more or less uninteresting, Miss Holbrook 
is assisted at the piano by a certain Harry 
I. Marshall, better known as the composer 
of "Be My Little Baby Bumble Bee" and 
"Pick Me tt Bose." the latter written es- 
pecially for Miss Holbrook. They succeeded 
In getting away to a noticeable extent from 
the general run of such duos, and presented 
soveral novel songs In a more novel manner. 
The applause, though hearty, wae not bois- 
terous. 

Another of the many European novelties, 
this one the Le Grohs. closed tbe show with 
the ordinary exhibition of gymnastics. It- 
was well worth staying to see and consti- 
tuted a good finish.

With "The Pearl Girl" Hobert Courtneldge 
sounds the note of revolt against adaptations 
from the French and German.

He 
Is just the same old Bert as when I knew 
liim 'way back twenty-one years ago, with 
t lio Pawnee Bill Wild West Siow. 

I'll never forget, as long as I live, one 
morning when Hiram Birdseed and Aunt 
i.udndla came down the main thoroughfare 
:it Janesvllle, Wis. when I was a little boy, 
nd Paddy McGInluy held up the street 
j. trade to arrest these folks who were ob- 
structing the doings. Little did I think 
then Gat In after years I would play a part 
in the tent show amusement business. But 
it Is gratifying to know that these dear folks, 
who nave done so much to make the Amert- 
ran people laugh, are still In the public eye, 
iind it looks as If they will be for a long time 
to come. You know there's something ap- 
pealing about a person wjo can really make 
you laugh. While I am an optimist, there 
ure a lot of pessimists, and for the fellow 
wbo can evoke a real wheeze In these days, 
with the high cost ot living and other 
troubles, is certainly deserving of praise. 

Bert Davis Is a unique character. I only 
•wlai Gat I had his fund of humor to make 
the world laugh. 

JOBt now, with Aunt Luciodla, Hiram Bird- 
seed Is a feature with the Girls from the 
Follies, one of Ge Progressive burlesque 
snows, and laugh — well, if you could see 
these folks In the box when the curtain goes 
up and Aunt Luclndla gets the first flush of 
the fleshlings and hears Ge squawk, you ran 
imagine Ge action. Of course, you under- 
stand Gat Hiram Birdseed la very much 
interested in Ge gals (and between you and 
me, Bert Davis never was very backward 
when it came to chicken dinners).

co effect upon the genial general agent Of 
course, you know that Frank bad some 
wrinkles before he went with the Scaver 
aggregation, out it would take a microscope 
to discover one more wrinkle Gan be had 
when he opened Ge season of 1913. 

Now, there is something about Ge out- 
door life Gat leads to longevity. In fact, 
as you look over the circus field most of the 
folks who have exerted their efforts in Gls 
sphere live to a ripe old age. Hard work, 
under cramped conditions, wears down Ge 
human system, but Ge fellows who have 
emblazoned the way for Ge tent shows or 
work on Ge lot assimilate more or less vigor 
from the elements. 

Of course, Ge readers of Thb Oir> Rb- 
mablb are aware that I am inclined to be 
yore or less optimistic, and at times rather 
fulsome, bnt how can I help It when I come 
in contact with men who nave really done 
something In Ge world of entertainment 

If Gere ever was a modest fellow, ever 
en agent who hesitated to Infuse his Individ- 
uality In newspaper write-ups. Frank C. 
Cooper la that man. But right is right, and 
I believe I am Justified, in fact I know I 
am, In saying that Frank C. Cooper in bis 
modest unassuming way has not only par- 
ticipated in many campaigns which will go 
down in circus history, but to-day probably 
enjoys a knowledge of Go country In general, 
excelled by no one in Ge outdoor amusement 
field. 

There Is only one thing I have against 
Cooper. I know Gat be Is absolutely on 
the square, and I know Gat he has a wide 
knowledge in his business, but that he should 
not more strenuously project himself. Is be- 
yond my comprehension.

In several sec- 
"<"".<« Canada, there have been long 
stretches of rainy, cold weather. Outside 
of the Eastern Provinces. I mean In 
Western Canada propjr. there are but 
twelve real ahowstands. Each one of those 
during the current season has been visited by 
some twenty or twenty-five show attractions, 
talk about "wising" up a territory and giv- 
ing the natives a surfeit of entertainment- 
Northwestern Canada has been ginned to a 
2?j an - ,. In fact maj, y ot Ge Shows this year 
did not even get Ge nut st fifty cents admis- 
sion, where a dollar a throw was customary 
In the past. It seems too bad to spoil pros- 
pects as they liave been spoiled In Canada. 
The government reports Inform us that from 
siity to one hundred thousand Americans are 
settling In Canada yearly. Each new settler 
takes into the Dominion on an average of 
{500 to $1,000. Thousands ot miles away 
from the city centres, with their avennes of 
cheap amusements, It stands to reason Gat 
Gese pioneers In the Northwest would wel- 
come tent shows. But not too many of them, 
There Is Buch a thing as overdoing it. I re- 
call the days when I was with the Walter L. 
Main hashJon Plate Shows, the first circus 
organization to cover the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad, entering Manitoba at Winnipeg. 
and coming out thirty days later at Woolly, 
Washington. We played all the dark spots, 
including Vancouver, Victoria. Calgary. Re- 
glna, Brandon, Edmonton, Moose Jaw Medi- 
olne Hat and Revelstoie. In Winnipeg as I 
dished out the boards In the ticket wagon, I 
was fairly smothered wiG Canadian cur- 
rency, and, as a matter of fact, never saw so 
much loose change on any one day as was 
flashed there. But to think that a restrictive) 
territory, no matter how good, abould be de- 
luged with tent shows and each expecting 
to make a lot of money, naturally It was out 
ot the question. Strange as It may acem, 
from Information I have received, which 
■would appear authentic, only two shows 
came out of Canada this season with velvet. 

Now, what about the Fall business in the 
States? It is at Gls time of the vear Gat 
the circus owner expects to clean up bis 
Wintering money. As I have remarked In a 
previous article, it takes the boys with a 
tent show generally until about July 1 to get 
off the nut, and Gls rule holds good with 
the management The fact Is the tent show 
folks this season have passed tbrouirb a 
most trying experience what with freshet? 
in the Spring, long weeks of rain, and then 
the most protracted spell of hot, dry weather 
which this country has experienced during 
the past forty years, with Ge uncertainty 
of what the national administration was to 
do In reference to tariff and currency legis- 
lation, the Mexican crisis, a general tighten- 
ing up ot the purse strings in consequence, 
the almost entire failure of crops In the 
Middle West, particularly in Oklahoma and 
Kansas, which bave been Ge mainstay for 
tent shows at this season of the year, it has 
been a trial, and no wonder the purveyors of 
outdoor entertainment under canvas are in 
a pessimistic mood. 

Now, about Ge SoaG, what prospects docs 
It hold for Ge balance of Ge season? Dis- 
patches In the dally press of Gls week con- 
vey Ge distressing Information Gat the 
losse on cotton alone hi Texas and Louisi- 
ana, to say nothing of Oklahoma, will reach 
fully Gree millions of dollars, litis loss is 
occasioned by flood conditions, and it stands 
to reason Gat If cotton Is so effected, what 
will It mean to Go sugar Industry of Louisi- 
ana, and other agricultural products. 

It is far from my intention to sound a 
note of gloom — for I am naturally optimistic, 
and always try to look on the bright Bide of 
things — but facts are facts, and you can't 
get away from Gem. That a number of the 
wise managers have forecasted Ge future Is 
apparent wJen It is announced Gat four of 
Ge big aggregations will close their season 
this month. I am Informed by a general 
agent of one of Ge Me shows, who bns Just 
returned from a prospective tour of the 
South. Gat never. In nls twenty-live years 
of experience, has Je ever seen the South in 
such a bad condition. One show, which has 
the reputation of hilling to a finish, 
had less Gan fifty people on Ge lot 
when the big doors opened one afternoon 
last week down in Arkansas. The OoSlmnr 
Bros, had intended to make a long season 
South, bnt on account of Gc bad conditions 
have decided to wind up Oct. 11 in Iowa, 
making a season of twenty-four weeks, the 
shortest in its history. The Young Buffalo 
Wild West closed Its season Oct. 4. So that 
it must appear that Ge season of 1013 will 
go down In history as somewhat of a 
bloomer. Of course, some Of Ge tent shows 
have made money. That rule will always 
hold good, for some shows always make 
money. • 

On account of the untoward conditions In 
tho SouG It would not bo surprising to me 
if some of the carnivals which had Intended 
to mako long tours would, curtail lhdr 
Benson. 

Tub year 1014 will undoubtedly be a 
pecullnr one, but In spite of Gc uncertainty 
I have every reason to believe that a num- 
ber of the tent shows will be made better 
than they ever bave been for next season.

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• ACTOR AND MANAGER. 

(From The Brooklyn Eagle) 

A young Brooklyn actor has sent to The Bonis 
i brief statement as to his own views upon points 
In dispute between the manager and the actor. 
Here la what be says: 

•Toe manager claims that any contract between 
in actor ind a manager binds the manager more 
thin the player. There are many Irresponsible 
managers who, for some reason, fall to make suit- 
able bookings for their productions, and after 
much rehearsing the season closes wltliln a few 
■S Lack of sufficient or proper advertising 
often results In failure. Poor taste and Inability 
to furnish what the publlo wants frequently keep 
tbe actor In rehearsal until after tbe theatrical 
season Is In foil swing, then, when his piece 
falls, he Is 'oat of a job.' 

"The manager claims that It Is unusual for a 
production to bo a paying Investment during the 
week before Christmas and Easter, and that tbe 
oc'or should be thankful for half pay those weeks. 
There are other weeks which more than make up 
for any falling off wblch might occur during tbe 
Usm mentioned. Business Is usually big the week 
after Easter, and the holiday weeka pack tbe 
theatrea to capacity. But the acton" pay Is not 
Lccreased. 

"Stock people at $20, $30, S40 a week fotnlsh 
all modern dress, and the prevalence of society 
plsyi make elaborate dress necessary. 

"Chorus and ballet girls at »1B. J520 and *30 
neekly have to furnish shoes, silk bee, gloves, 
wlgt — often tor many changes. All must furnish 
make-op wigs and shoes. 

•The manager claims that the managers take 
actors wherever they can get them, and not from 
aoy one theatrical agency. It Is, of course, al- 
most Impossible for the average actor to ever 
reach the manager personally, so actors are forced 
to aecuro their places . through agencies. There 
tre a few widely recognized agencies which ore 
notified st once of the managers* needs, and these 
few agencies furnish practically all the actors 
who are seen on the boards to-day, except the 
i:ara. These offices will aocept the name of no 
one wbo has been on the rtnge less thsn three 
years, and the applicant raus: present programmes 
shoving his name among the principals. What 
la the beginner going to do? now Is be to make 
'tis bieak' Into the profession? 

"The manager claims that there Is no rc-awn 
why actors should be paid during rehearsals. How 
maay professional people are working from five to 
elglt Lours a day for from two to are weeks for 
mining? The 'extras' and chorus people of on» 
big New York production last season received $15 
and $18 a week. Tbe piece ran thirty weeks. Can 
they save enough during the season to live on 
through the rest of the year? Through the West 
the actor la compelled to play Sunday nights. 
Occasionally there are extra matinees. The office 
toy seta 'overtime,' the actor does not. If the 
company loses a performance because of a long 
' Jump or for sny reason, tbe salary Is reduced one- 
eighth. Why not Increase it for the special mati- 
nees and the Sunday night performance propor- 
tionately?

on Its difference from Barrle's habitual

ities of humor and pathos ; In Bhort, regard 
It bb a brilliant exerclae In theatrical effect 
rather than as the worthy product of his 
renins. Nevertheless, it Is clearly In for a 
long run. 

Weedon Qroaamlth has not bad a genuine 
■uccoss since "The Night of the Party," but 
he would seem to have one In "The New 
Duke," which, after tentative production in 
the provinces, he Installed at the Comedy 
Theatre on Tuesday. This Is a novel and In- 
genious farce, by a new author, Douglas Mur- 
ray. It baa the conspicuous merit of exploit- 
ing Grossmlth's difficile personality effectively 
and unobtrusively. The Dukedom of Chuff- 
ham suddenly descended to an eccentric 
little professor of science, bis brain full of 
the new fad, eugenics, or the carefully ar- 
ranged production of healthy children. The 
dowager duchess, on Important old aristo- 
crat, found the new duke absolutely Insuf- 
ferable. She exhorted him to marry as 
quickly as possible, to bring into the world 
au heir who might eventually dignify the 
dukedom end thereafter to dispose of him- 
self as he should choose. Meanwhile she 
busied herself In finding him a suitable wife, 
which so exasperated him that be took flight, 
hiding himself In a country cottage, living on 
ten cents a day, and earning It. But the 
dowager duchess tracked bun down and per- 
sisted In her matrimonial schemes, which so 
enraged him that be declared he would marry 
the first woman who should cross his thresh- 
old. This proved to be the buxom daughter 
of his hired help. As be plaintively re- 
marked. It might have been the dame her- 
self. The new duchess, at any rate, ful- 
filled a section of her duties by bringing into 
the world not Just an heir, but handsome and 
promising twins. The third act Is occupied 
with the grotesque antics of the duchess in 
society. But the situation Is pleasantly ac- 
commodated at the close 

Norman HcKlnnell and Frederick AVhclan 
were a little foolish in expressing such 
strong opinions on play writing and play se- 
lection. It made us expect from them some- 
thing better then we got at the Vaudeville, 
where they began their career in manage- 
ment on Wednesday with a flay called "Col- 
Union." This Is an adaptation by Bridget 
McLogan from a novel of bcr own, which 
was probnbly much mors interesting — an In- 
formative study of social a-id official life on 
tlie l'unjab, and of the temperament of the 
native population. The substlctles, the elo- 
quence the lack of directness of the p'ay will 
iirobnbly prove fatal. Too very vigor of 
Norman McKlnnell's personal performance 
eoomed to accentuate the weakness of the 
Play. Mr. McKlnnell's figures as Colonel 
Blgby, Punjab commissioner, who had held 
that difficult, heart-breaking position tor 
twelve years. He stuck to It In tbe hope of 
achieving the dignity of lieutenant-governor. 
He was helped by bis sweet, devoted wife, 
who knew bis weak point — the temper of a 
fiend. She had reen one outbreak, before 
their marriage, but loved him well enough 
S*J? ahead, and for twelve years hnd care- 
fully kept It under. Bad that at this Juncture 
"guy should fall a victim to the charms of 
Imogen Daunt. Imogen constantlr averred 
inut Bhe was an unsullied virgin, but 
sno was Just crazy to fascinate men. She 
turned the head of a handsome young offi- 
cial, who committed a grave dereliction of 
duty, then blew his brains out. She fooled a 
very fine specimen of an Eton and Oxford 
trained Indian aristocrat, who had sense 
enough at tbe finish to summon racial con- 
sciousness and pride to his aid.

This little theatre, possibly the only play- 
house in America with a real set policy — the 
presentation of one act dramas that thrill, 
or the offering of clever comedies of one act- 
opened its second season on the above date; 
with Holbrook Bllnn as the stage director. 
The plays here arc, and it is so mentioned 
on the bouse program, not for the young 
person. 

Tbo evening began with a drama called 
"Felice," which proved to be an Inconsistent 
affair, to put It mildly. Tm scene is the 
studio of Armand Fesnoy, in the Hontmarte, 
Paris. A woman, a fugitive from Justice. 
rushes Into the studio and begs the artist 
to hide her from the police. He has scarcely 
done so when the police arrive and search 
tho premises. As one of the gendarmes It 
about to enter his bedroom (where the girl 
Is concealed) the artist tells him that he 
cannot enter as his model is undressing 
there. Tho police depart The girl then 
tells the artist her story— a story of harb> 
ship and cruelty at the bands of her common 
law husband, who wants her to take to the 
streets and support him. In sheer des- 
peration she shot him on the street. While 
they aro talking tbey hear the police re- 
turning. Tho girl goes back to her hiding 
place. This tlnio the policemen are accom- 

Jianled by the Commlsaaire of Police, and it 
s by examining the dead man's belongings 
that the artist learns Gat the murdered 
man is his own worthless brother. After 
tbo police leave, he calls her out and 
threatens to turn her over to the authorities, 
but her life of hardship at tic hands of bis 
brother causes him to reconBlder. Tho police 
return once more, minus the commlssttlre, 
determined to tee that model. As they at- 
tempt to enter the bed room tho artist tells 
them that the woman in the room Is Oe 
wife of tho commlsaalre and that they would 
only compromise their chief if she should 
bo discovered. 

Emlllo Pollnl, who first came to America 
•b the leading woman of "Hindis Wakes," 
was very effective as the girl. She looked 
the picture of dlspalr. Edward Ellis, as tho 
artist, gave an excellent performance, and 
Lewis Edgard, although on the stage for 
leas than five minutes, scored heavily. 

This was followed by "A Pair of White 
Gloves," which proved to be a much better 
drama than "Felice." It was translated 
from the French. It gripped the audience 
during its entire action. The scene is a 
private supper room In the Hotel Savoy, 
London. It was a story of revenge, of a 
Russian woman upon one of the Czar a high 
officials, who, when in Russia, had tortured 
her husband and had htm exiled to Sloerla. 
where he died. The woman who was, of 
course, not recognised by the official, 
strangles him with a pair of white gloves 
while he is drunk. She Is arrested by a 
detective, who turns out to be her partner 
in the crime. 

Although there are several players In the 
cast, the women and the official are the only 
roles of Importance. Wlllette Kershaw, 
looking radiantly beautiful, gave an artistic 
performance as the woman, and the role of 
the brutal, drunken official was splendidly 
handled by Holbrook Bllnn. 

After these two "thrillers" came a comedy, 
which was as welcome as a breese on a 
stifling hot night. It was "En Deshabille," 
and was cleverly written by Edward Good- 
man. It has a generous sprinkling of risque 
lines and several situations that are very 
suggestive. But It is undeniably witty, and 
cleverly written. It told how a man and 
woman mistake the same room for their own 
private chamber In the country home of a 
mutual friend. The man Is already In bed 
asleep, and is suddenly awakened by the 
turning on of the electric lights. He sees 
before him a pretty young woman getting 
ready for bed. He speaks and she does not 
shriek. They engage In a battle of wits, nnd 
soon the man discloses tho fact that Le> is 
her husband. He bad grown a beard since 
they separated, and be has disguised bis 
voice. The curtain drops at this point. 

The role of Claire was played by Hiss Ker- 
shaw with great skill and fine delicacy. Mr. 
Bllnn, as Gregory, was capital. He Is one 
of our few actors who can play comedy as 
Well as tragedy. 

Then came the thriller of tho evening, 
"TCie Black Mask," a tragedy of the mines 
of North England. It is a gruesome play, 
audi it keeps your nerves on tension through- 
out tho action. Mr. Bllnn plays two roles — 
a man being used merely as a "prop." Its 
story is as follows: James Glasson's face 
has been so terribly disfigured In a mine 
explosion that ho goes about with. Ida head 
covered with a black mask or hood. This 
gets on his wife's nerves so much that sho 
welcomes the attention of another miner, 
Willie 8 trick, who makes love to her in her 
husband's absence. Tho husband .returns 
home and finds them In a compromising 
position. A light In the dark takes place, and 
tho masked husband Is left for dead on the 
kitchen floor. The wife tells her lover that, 
In order to dispel the suspicions of the 
neighbors, be must wear a black mask, at 
leant until they fly the country. While she 
is upsta}rs getting a black mask, the hus- 
band rites from tic floor and kills the lover. 
Then he gnes upstairs and murders hit faith- 
less wife (off stage). 

(Mr. Bllnn played with much power, the 
dual roles, and won several curtain calls. 
Miss Pollnl, as the wife, contributed a 
brilliant performance. Her screams when 
sho was toeing "murdered" .were terrifying. 
Both of tho artists speak their lines in the 
Lanenshlrn dialect. 

"The Bride," which closed the evening. 

S roved to lie a delicious trifle, with rlsquo 
inlngne, and quite respectable situations. 
It Is in tj* main well written. The bride 
had been Wbrrlcd two months, but was still 
keeping up her appointments with tbrco 
•lovers In her husband's absence.- i The lov- 
ers are, of course, unaware of each others 



existence. They drop In separately, each 
with a costly present of jewelry for tbelr 
lady li vc. As each admirer calls, she man- 
eges to hide his rival— -one under the bed, 
another In a boxcouch, and the third In a 
clothes closet. Soon the husband returns 
and discovers the lovers. He mistakes them 
for burglars and the wife, quick to take ad- 
vantage of her husband's error, shouts for 
tbe police. As the police are about to take 
them to prison, the wife tells the gendarmes 
to search them. Of cou.'se the jewels are 
found In their pockets and are turned over 
to the wife. The three men bow to each 
other, silently admitting that they have been 
well "trimmed." Tbe husband in the mean- 
time la told by his wife that the jewels 
were the property of her grandmother and 
grand-aunts. As tho curtain falls, tbe bus- 
band Is congratulating himself that he is tbe 
possessor of a brave and charming little 
wife. 

Hist Pollnl is rather too heavy for the 
light comedy role of the bride, but neverthe- 
less, gives an excellent performauee. The 
lovers were well played by Hessrs. Bllnn, 
Trevor and Edgard. Good work was alto 
done by Mr. Ellis, as the husband. Kelccy.

The house, which 's devoted to vaude- 
ville and moving plcturoe, reprcetnte an out- • 
lay of close to $200,000. It la of the 
Louis XVI design of absolutely flretirii >t 
construction, with a facade of yellow brick 
and terra cotta. Tho dimensions aro 
86 try 181 feet. The theatre contains on 
outside promenade eight feet wide above the 
lobby, extending the width of ae building 
with entrances to on enclosed promonado 
which lead to Chelten Avenue. 
1 The lobby Is finished In Sklrras marble, 
and the box offices on either side are of the 
same material.' Tho steps and wainscoting 
are of marble. The lighting fixtures are 
tronzv, of a design to conform wltb the 
architecture. The color scheme of the In- 
terior is Ivory and gold. The proscenium 
arch la 40 feet wide. Above It and extend- 
ing its entire width Is a group of four paint- 
ings. In oil, representing Homer's reading of 
Iliad, while to the right and loft, respective- 
ly, are studies of Diana In hunting costume. 
Every visitor will be attracted by tho 
dome, wilch Is 70 feet from the orchestral 
floor, 40 feet In diameter, with 12 largo 
golden spokes radiating from tho centre to 
tho outer rim, 4 feet In width. From tho 
centre of the rim, and directly opposite e00 ' 1

The announcement made last week by the 
General Film Co. that exclusive servlc* 
would become a fact on Oct 13, was received 
with a gale of enthusiasm which, figuratively 
speaking, swept its sponsors off their feet 

Over three hundred letters of requests for 
rates and information were received at the 
special offices of tie Exclusive Department 
at 71 West Twenty-third Street, the sixth 
day following the publication of the Exclu- 
sive Service advertisement In the trade 
papers. 

These letters, which continue to pour la 
with every mall, bear the post marks of 
cities ana towns In every section of the 
country. 

The Idea seems to be equally popular with 
the big and the little exhibitor. The former 
seeing In it a means of enlarging and hold- 
his patronage, and the latter rejoicing over 
the prospect of having tho "regular" pro- 
gram all to himself. , 

And icith thit regard the General Film 
Company wiihee to emphasize thit moat im- 
portant point, that itt regular program will 
not be in the slightest degree affected by the 
tnake-up of the exclusive program, which U, 
at the present time, made up of the beat that 
the premier manufaoturert are able to pro- 
duce. 

The exclusive program will be made pos- 
sible by the manufacturers turning out addi- 
tional new material of a standard which lz 
already keyed up to the highest pitch. 

Perhaps the most interesting development 
of the General Film's new scheme, as evi- 
denced by the character of the letters re- 
clved to date, is the Interest which it has 
aroused In the ranks of the so-called legiti- 
mate theatres. 

Managers of etery variety of theatre, from 
opera houses to vaudeville, bavo rcspondel 
to tbe call. It Is said that one of the most 
prominent booking managers In Xew York 
has asked for prices on a circuit of two bun- 
dled and fifty theatres, which he Is prepar- 
ing to swing over to pictures If he can be 
assured of absolute protection against com- 
petition. 

This seemingly sudden determination oa 
tbo part of the "regular" managers to go 
over to pictures may probably be attributed, 
to the alarming falling off in business In the 
majority of "circuit" houses last season, to 
a woeful lack of even passable road attrac- 
tions with which to fill up booking for tba 
current season, to the fact that for the first 
time in the history of the game, it will bo 
possible to secure a regular service of high 
class picture programs that can only be seen 
in one house In each district for a period of 
ninety days. 

Under the new plan of the General Film 
Company, a manager will be able to adver- 
tise his picture program as extensively as be 
pleases, and to put over the aame amount of 
publicity as be aid for bis "dramatic" attrac- 
tion, with the positive assurance that the 
business thus created will not be divided 
wltb any other house which may be showing 
pictures. It should also be possible, with a 
standard blgh class program of single and 
multiple reels which arc as exclusive to his 
bouse as any particular play would be, to 
charge a fairly high rate of admission. In 
many instances the.. established prices cf tbe 
theatre could be sugefssfully maintained. Oa

Mr. Conley sagely sug- 
gests that oil begets dost and cloud: tha 
vision of possible pursuers in the form of 
bicycle cops, etc Deveaux admits this, bat 
allays the old man's suspicions by telling 
Mm that be Is a speed flend and Is inclined 
to hit 'er np once in a while, hence the oil 
polishing method of blurring license num- 
bers. Into the garage In which the first 
scene Is laid comes a young couple who have 
run away to Iloboken and been married. 
By a process of rapid Ore development tha 
author quickly returns Deveaux and Sails 
Conley to the garage, after a marauding 
expedition, in which Deveaux kills a mm. 
using Sadie Conley, trusting miss, as a stall 
for his dastardly operations. Tom Cameron, 
bicycle cop, who Is noble, tried and true, etc., 
and who Is In love with Sadie, openly charges 
Deveaux with being a crook. 

Deveaux. through using old man Conley'a 
love of his daughter as a means to an end, 
manages to escape In an auto, throwing sus- 
picion on the young marrUd couple by charg- 
ing the aoto numbers. Cameron chases him, 
on a bicycle. This is shown by means of an 
"effect." Monday night the wheels of the 
auto did not go round at all while the 
wheels of tbe bicycle did. This did not tend 
to heighten the Illusion any. At any rate, the 
bicycle copper catches thj villain, and sub- 
duing blm, pats dim unler arrest, presuma- 
bly to suffer the penalty of his numerous 
crimes. 

The work of Geo. Berry as the father, 
was excellent Walter Armln, as the villain, 
overplayed.

YOUNG BUFFALO SHOW CLOSES. 

(flpfctal to Tub OLtrPXB.) 
Dkab Sin : — Hie Young Buffalo Wild West Show 
cloned the season ot 1018 at Marlon, III., Oct. 4, 
n beautiful day. Such, however, had not been the 
cose for some time previous, twenty-one per- 
formances having been lost during the season, 
mostly on account of bad weatber. There was 
quite a little dissatisfaction In the anal settlement 
with employees, the management feeling that they 
did only what was right and just -to all parties — 
all contract. bsvlDg the usual clause, reading: "If 
for any reason no performance were given, then 
salaries to be deducted accordingly," 

In accordance with the above the drat deduction 
was made at Dover, Del. (sometime previous to 
the closing date) or rather a partial deducUon, 
same being refunded account of the numerous pro- 
teals, and likelihood ot their being a walk-out In 
pcneral, leaving the employees with the Impression 
that they had "put one over," continuing with the 
same attitude balance ot season. However, the 
final day of settlement was not overlooked or the 
occurrence forgotten, the full time lost being de- 
ducted In accordance with contracta. 

The writer calks to mind on occurrence similar 
to the above with one of tbe larger shows, hap- 
pening some three or four years ago, whereas the 
liand laid down their Instruments, salaries having 
been deducted account of losing performance, the 
management refunding payment temporarily only, 
all lost time being deducted on tbe final day ot 
settlement. The matter was taken up by the 
White Rata, agreeing that where extra perform- 
ance, were given employees sbonld be paid ac- 
cordingly, deducUon. to be made tor performances 
lost. This has been the policy of the Young Buf- 
falo Show during tbe past, and will continue sn 
tor the future. No particular plan has been de- 
cided upon for season 1014 ; however, there Is no 
question but what there will be a re-organ hat Ion.

Word comet from Philadelphia that a 
thange has taken place In the aspect of the 
rnudi-viile war that has raged for some 
time In that city. Representatives of the 
various Interests met last week and reached 
a tentative agreement whereby all ot the 
vandvllle houses controlled by Fred <t. Nlxon- 
Nlrdllnger, J. Fred Zimmerman Br. and B. P. 
Keith, nave combined in opposition to Mar- 
cus Loew, who controls the Metropolitan 
Opera House, and who will shortly take over 
the Chestnut Street Opera House. This will 
narrow the right down to the essential far- 
tors, Keith and Loew. Back of the Keith 
Interests are eleven vaudeville houses, nil of 
which will book through the United Booking 
Offices. This arrangement will greatly 
strengthen the Influence of the United Book- 
ing Offices, as It will be enabled to place at 



least sixty acts weekly In Philadelphia. The 
real fight will be on in earnest wheu the 
Improvements are completed to the Chestnut 
Street Opera House, which is bat a block 
away from the Keith house. Under present 
arrangements Mr, Loew must surrender the 
use of the Metropolitan Opera House on Not. 
S, as the grand opera season will then begin, 
and every energy is being put forth to rom- 

Elete the improvements to the Chestnut 
treet Opera House by that time. 
It has also been hinted that Mr. Loew is 
seeking a very powerful combination In New 
York, which will Invade the vaudeville field 
all over the country on a gigantic scale It 
la also announced that Mr. Loew will shortly 
obtain two other houses in Philadelphia 
which will be added to his present chain 
of houses. 




FRANK BACON. 

HISTRIONIC ART UNREQUITED, 

ONE OF AMEHICA'8 HOST DISTIN- 
GUISHED CLEIIGYMISN EXTOLS Till! 
ARTISTRY OF A IIIIMIII.K PLAYEIl. 

"DM fin: 

"It Is not customary, I Imagine, tor • clergyman 
to address your paper on dramatic mutters. 
Toe Church rud ttio theatre should live together 
la perfect fellowship. But alas, a frigid Puri- 
tanism, deficient both In the historic conscious- 
Jiosa and In the art Inatlnci lias wrought an un- 
happy and Illogical division In a world that was 
once a beautiful unity. The original motive of 
the drama wu» religious and for fifteen centuries 
Christian worship has found Its supreme expres- 
sion In the moat august drama ever conceived 
hy the human mind — the liturgy of the Roman 
rasss. The schism between the Church and tba 
theatre Is of recent origin. It Is ono of ths after- 
maths of the neformatlon. 

"Bat there ore unmistakable signs that the 
drama after long dispossession Is about to enter 
once mora Into Its rightful kingdom as queen of 
Ibo arts. Before many decades have passed the 
drama will be what It ought to bo, the sovereign 
moral force ot society, and ths conscientious 
actor, or actress, will take a foremost place In 
The School of the Phoptaeta.' I see In the Im- 
mediate future a happy re-ipproacbment of the 
Church and the theatre. In the nature of things, 
they belong to each other. Bach la the comple- 
ment of the other. The Church Is, by way of 
emphasis, an Institution of the Ideal. The thea- 
tre la, by way of emphasis, an Institution of 
action. The Oburcb, by virtue of Its bablt ot 
"very, contributes the Ideal to the sum of life. 
The stage, by virtue of its Instinct of action, 
and Its larger and more vivid Impact upon the 
senses, contributes the dynamic element that 
transmutes the Ideals of the spirit Into the reali- 
ties of conduct. To anyone who, 'sees life steadily 
and sees It whole,' in the large way, free from the 
diminishing shadows of prejudice— Hie Church 
and the theatre, the pulpit and the stage, the 
clergyman and the actor, are two hemispheres of 
one perfect world. There Is a day ot nigh con- 
summation near at hand, when the stage will 
awaken to an Intense consciousness of Its ethical 
mlsBton, then the theatre will be as consecrate aa 
the cathedral, and the drama hy the sacramental 
beauty of Its appeal will make the mirth of man 
aa redemptive as hla tears. 

"However, I am not writing this letter to 
defend a noble art, bnt rather to express the 
keen delight I had recently, In the acting; of Frank 
Bacon, who plays the character of the father, 
afflicted with the malsdy ot mental abstraction. 
In Cohan's plsy 'Stop Thief I' Now, 'Stop Thief !' 
sa a play, la not touched with tho academic 
quality. It la not a classic. It Is a tipping farce, 
and Its lines are Isden with fun of a ratber crude 
and primitive type. It does not afford the ap- 
propriate setting for a great talent, since the 
tendency of farce, of the elemental kind, la to 
errsce — not to emphasise — the artist. The artist 
Is swallowed up In the grotesqaeness of the situa- 
tion, snd his personality Is submerged by (he 
very laughter he creates. 

"Now. It was in this alien histrionic netting. 
remarkable chiefly for the tyrannical domination 
of the fun-motive and for tho poverty of all 
higher Inspirations, that i was smrprlscd Into a 
great delight by the fine nnd exquisite art of Mr 
Bacon, aa the amiable old gentleman with centri- 
fugal habits of mind. As the piny evolved through 
a chaos of laughter and tolly my thought and In- 
terest gradually centered on the stagemanshlp of 
Mr. Bacon, and I became Increasingly aware of 
the fact that I was In the presence of genius, of 
one dowered with the qualities, the perfectly man- 
nered voice, the dignity, the poise, the arresting 
presence,- the Imagination, the allurement, the 
emotional reticence, the suavity of stroke, the 
rerlnetnent and the charm of bearing that one 
finds only la the masters of the stage. And as 



my spirit succumbed to the spell of his art, an 
art Instinct with the two factors of all great 
nrt, strength and loveliness, I began to wonder 
and I am still wondering why the dramatic 
authorities of America have not Insisted that a 
talent of such superlative force, lmpresslvcness 
and distinction should have a setting of adequate 
dignity sod worth. 

"The theatre, more than any other Institution. 
Is the scene of frequent nnd bitter disillusionment. 
Only now end again do the divinities of dramatic 
criticism bear the crucial teat of time and contact. 
The star of the professional critic turns out gen- 
erally to be only an asteroid when subjected to 
the more exacting artistic standards of the Judt- 
clous. 

"Now as the professional critic errs frequently 
by extravagance of praise, so does he err, though 
less frequently, by deficiency of praise, by oh- 
lusenras of the critical faculty. This Is the fault, 
the fault of obhiseness of vision, of dramntlc 
criticism In relationship to Mr. Bacon. Here 
Is a star, I shall not aay a star of the first 
magnltndc, but certainly of the second or third 
magnitude, whose power snd splendor the critics 
hare not sufficiently appreciated, and the pathetic 
consequence la that a stately world hss to move 
In tho meager and constricted orbit of a petty 
moon. 

"I have aeon in the last twenty yearn some 
achievements, of an almost ultimate perfection, 
on the stage. I have seen during thst time many 
of the world's most celebrated actors and 
Heiresses. I have seen Booth and Barrett, and 
Jefferson nnd Thompson, and Wyndham and Ar- 
il™, and ModJesks and I'.llen Terry, and Bern- 
hardt and Naslmova, and Jnlln Marlowe, and very 
lately Doris Kenne, just beginning her career, 
but already an actress of brilliant parts and 
magnificent accomplishment and of Infinite promise 
for Ibe future, and many others I hare seen, snd 
yet I say, aud 1 say It with deliberation and 
with a reverent regard for tho virtue of propor- 
tion, that very few In this royal throng surpass 
the art of Mr. Baoon In the qualities of subtlety, 
fineness, dignity, delicacy ana loveliness. 

"Mathew Arnold said .of Keats, that In his 
great moods snd moments 'be belongs with Shake- 
speare.' And I say that by virtue of his rare 
and beautiful endowments, Mr. Bacon belongs 
with the masters who revest to us the high 
meaning of life through the mystical arts of the 
stage. 

"I hope that a grsclons fortune, In the near 
future, will allot to Mr. Bacon a sphere In which 
his splendid talent may find Its highest snd Its 
richest utterance. I am. dear air, very faith- 
fully yours, Josicrrr A. Milbuim."

Ralph 
Nnlrn, as the author, explains that the dra- 
matists are of the opinion that the censor 
should know nothing of the drama and they 
secure the appointment of an architect Re- 
spectable acrobats and other music hall per- 
formers are engaged to present the pleco 
at a private rehearsal for the censor. These 
music hail artists are horrified by the risque 
lines that they have to speak, and almost 
refuse to continue to act All this is 0. KVd 
by the censor until the husband attempts to 
go to his wife's room to catch her with her 
lover. The censor, 'who jad been sitting in 
tho first row In the orchestra, rises and stops 
the play. "Ho can't go in there," says the 
censor. "But I'm the author and I should 
know where to place the wife's bedroom." Is 
the reply. "But," replies the censor, "I am 
an architect and I know where tho room 
should be. It should be upstairs." Both 
author and censor engage In a wordy argu- 
ment until the censor ends matters by refus- 
ing to trrant the piny a license. 

The burlesque may have been a success in 
London, but New Yorkers will not appre- 
ciate It, for New York, happily, has no cen- 
sor. While the skit Is funny in spots. It Is 
hard to believe tlint the same band that 
wroto "Peter Pen," "Tho Little Minister," 
"The Will," "Half An Hour" and other Rter- 
ary and dramatic gems, Is the same that 
penned 'The Censor and the Dramatists." 
It is the poorest playlet that Sir James M. 
Barrie hnsglvcn us.

The music of the opera, which is ben.itlful 
and full of color. Is wonderfully descriptive 
of the temperamental people around tho In- 
cidents of whose everyday life the highly 
dramatic tale has been woven. 

The story of the opera, which Is Intensely 
dramatic In theme, treats of the Infatuation 
of Genarro, village blacksmith and well 
meaning, but weak youth, for Mallelia, a 
maiden, who possesses all the doubtful vir- 
tues of the siren developed to an abnormal 
decree. 

The opening scene in the first act Is a riot 
of color and animation. Great credit should 
be allotted the producers on this score. 

It is a typical fete day In a little vil- 
lage, situated on the outskirts of Naples, 
and a religious celebration is In progress. 
One catches an intimate view of the care- 
free provincials making merry, in tbe public 
square. A procession, Including the clergy, 
nnd headed by a brass band, passes in re- 
view in 
ensemble 

and fifty people involved. The handling of 
the supernumeraries, however, is of such a 
masterly character that tbe auditor readily 
acquires the impression that he is gazing 
upon a much larger multitude. 

Hafaele, a wicked Camorra chief, who, in 
looks and general demeanor, would seem to 
be a first coubIu of our own local Black- 
Hand product, Is attracted to the square by 
the sounds of revelry, and becoming ac- 
quainted with Mallelia, is quickly enamored 
of her charms. 

The second act shows the home of Mall- 
elia and Genarro, who have been sweethearts 
from childhood. 

Genarro appeals to Mallelia to end her flir- 
tation with the bandit chief. He tells Her of 
Rafaele's reprehensible occupation and gen- 
erally low moral status In the community. 
Mallelia, heedless of Genarro's plea, laugba 
in derision, and replies to the effect that the 
man she would love and wed must be bold 
and adventurous, strongly blntlng- that If 
Genarro do something; really desperate she 
night consider his claim to her affections. 

The poor, weak youth, in a crazy moment, 
decides to steal the Jewels from the sacred 
statue of the Madonna, In order to gain the 
desired favor in tbe eyes of the girl. 

Performing this deed of theft and awful 
sacrilege, he returns and presents Mallelia 
with the result of his act of wanton van- 
dalism. 

Tbe third act. also a finely produced pic- 
ture, shows the interior of a house, In which 
the Camorra makes its headquarters. 

To this haunt of wickedness comes Mall- 
elia to visit Rafaele. When Rafaele discov- 
ers what has taken place, and Is informed 
that Genarro, influenced by Mallelia, has 
stolen the Jewels, he, wicked man though he 
Is, is shocked beyond imagination. Casting 
Mallelia from him in dlsguat he sends n de- 
tachment of his henchmen for Genarro. 
Mallelia, in black dismay, after an exciting 
scene, In which she suffers the humiliation 
Of a strong denunciation by Rafaele, rushes 
out of the room, with the avowed Intention 
of Jumping into tbe sea. Genarro, when he 
realises the enormity of bis offense, commits 
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"THE GREAT ADVENTURE.

Street, as well as to pay tribute to Edwin 
Booth. As a further reminder of tbe 
actor there stands In the promenade foyer a 
statue of Booth, a copy of the famous one at 
the Players' Club, and tbe walls are hung 
with bills announcing Booth's appearance at 
various American theatres. 

The house, which Is located on Forty-fifth 
Street, West of Broadway, is back to back 
with the new Sbubert Theatre, but the two 
buildings are not directly connected. The 
Booth is bnllt of yellow brick and Ivory 
terra cotta, and la a development of the 
early Italian renaissance. The Interior Is 
spacious, bat its seating capacity 1b moderate, 
the extra apace being oovoted to ample 
foyers and reception rooms, with plenty 
of space between the rows of seats which 
are so arranged that there is not an un- 
desirable seat in the entire house. 

A welcome innovation in theatre construc- 
tion is a waU wblcb partitions off the en- 
trances from the body of the bouse, thus pre- 
venting noises from the outside and drafta 
from coming directly into the auditorium. 
The decorations of the house are of a warm 
shade of gray with counter tones of rich 
mulberry. The woodwork is in gray, and the 
whole is set off by .quite tbe prettiest drop 
curtain we have ever seen. It has a back- 
velvet, upon which

As to the play, "Tlie Great Adventure" is 
Arnold Bennett s adaptation of his pupular 
novel, "Buried Alive, ' and wbile It Is for 
tbe most part well written, and contains 
many bright and witty lines, with good situa- 
tions, it lacks directness. Descriptive writ- 
ing in a book explains many things that are 
sometimes difficult to convey in a play, and 
so it is in this case. In tbe book there Is 
do doubt In the mind of the reader aa to the 
burial of the valet for the artist, and that 
the latter assumes to be the valet. In tbe 
play it Is not made thoroughly clear. Then, 
too, while in the book it is perfectly clear 
to the reader why Janet 1b sore Ham Carve 
was never married before he married ber, In 
tbe play, when he is faced by tbe widow and 
two sons of the man he is Impersonating, 
there is no logical reason why Janet should 
not donbt her husband, and no excuse for 
disposing of the matter with tbe worda, "I 
know by the way he acta he was never mar- 
ried before." 

Lyn Harding, as Ham Carve, gave further 
proof that he is one of our most versatile 
players, and that he was not altogether con- 
vincing was tbe fault of the text, not bis. 
His work was delightful. 

Janet Beeeher did good work, and Edward 
Connelly, as Texel. gave a capital character 
bit The others did well what Uttle they 
were called upon to do.

Ia respect of time the battle of tbe stair- 
case was won easily by the Hippodrome. 
Otherwise we Trill generously call It a draw. 
When the tact that an Escalade was to be a 
feature of the new revue at tbe Alhambra 
leaked out. Ned Wayburn got a move on 
tind produced his act at tho Hippodrome 
nearly n week ahead of the advertised time, 
three days before that announced for the Al- 
hambra production. So the Lclcesetr Square 
people thought tbey might as well slacken, 
and take a lew more days for the perfection 
of. their show, "Keep Smiling," entitled. 
This was produced, accordingly, on Monday 
night. To tell tho truth, the audience did 
not keep smiling, though It was amused at 
Intervals. The show Is a good one, but It 
i<eeds a generous Infusion of fun. Apart 
from the staircase, en which there la no need 
to discourse, the popular hit of the piece is 
a clever parody of "You Made Mo Love You," 
sung as a duet by a succession of 111-aBsorted 
l'olltlclans and other public characters — for 
•n stance, Carson, tbe unlonltt leader, and 
Redmond, the boss of the Home Utile party ;

Robert Hales Is the 
dominant figure of the revue, mostly written 
by Cosmo Stuart Lennox. Important parts 
are played by Lee White.

White and Perry do «ome 
of -their special work. There Is an Inci- 
dental Assyrian ballet of great beauty. In 
which Cnrlotto. Mosettl and I'byllts Monk- 
man distinguish themselves. 

To the long list of French Revolution 
Plays II, B. Irving has added one more with 
Hie Grande Seigneur," which he produced 
at the Savoy on Saturday. Several nlnys 
with the Terror In the background have 
been seen at the Lyceum. "The Grunde 
fcelgneur" Is quite In the Lyceum style; the 
new, or Melvllllan Lyceum style. It Is a 
stagey but not Ineffective melodrama by 
h. P. Matthews, and tho late Edward F-'rrlss. 
the Grande Seigneur was a great nobleman, 
of a masterful character, evil In his eye, 
with occasional Interludes of chivalry. He 
conceived his first pure passion for Adcle 
» crnet, believing that were this virtuous and 
beautiful girl to become his wife she should 
cleanse his life and stimulate bis ambition 
so that he might Indeed become the Grande 
Seigneur. Adele was betrothed to tbe Due de 
itennes, hut this did not prevent Desire from 
urging his suit, nor did he shrink from a 
specially vile artifice to' get tbe girl Into his 
power. She escaped and the loyal dukj mnr- 
rletl her. In Bplte of tbe disgusting scnndsl 
which Desire sought to afar. Now. the 
tirande Seigneur had but. one object In life — 
to destroy his successful rival. The Terror 
Pegnn. but Desire, adopting n dogen dlsgulres, 
braving the mob and tbe guillotine, still 
sought his foe, meaning to challenge him.

When we look back upon our days of childhood, and mother said "we'll ao for 
an outing," what was really the first impression which filled our youthful hearts 
with Joy7 Was It not that we were to.have a ride «fc the hobbyhorses?- In those 
days we were Just as anxious to help push the hobby-borBes around, In order to get 
a ride, as we were to carry water for the elephant, to get Into the circus. 

Now, what I am leading up to is that, erolutlng from the primitive riding device 
of our boyhood days, with Its homely carved horses, propelled by hand, or perchance 
by a patient horse, to the old fashioned windlass, which was still propelled by hand 
and then to the donkey engine, and now to the dynamo; CoL Charles W. Parker has 
been Instrumental, perhaps to a greater extent than any man in the world.

is Thomas A. Edison Is the wizard of the electrical world, so Is C W. Parker 
the wltard of the riding device world. 

Just as' 1'homas A. Edison has burned the midnight oil in solving problems in 
bis laboratory, so, In his factory, has Col. Charles W. Parker worked ont Inventions 
for the amusement of the multitudes. 

The profession of entertainment offers wide opportunity for men of Inventive 
genius. Some put on extraordinary spectacles, some project marvelous dramatic 
productions, some serve as Impresarios of operatic offerings, project mamicoth 
amusement parks, others promote International expositions, some nave circuses, 
but after all Col. Charles w. Parker will occupy a niche In the hall of fame for 
having evolved an amusement device which is a constant source of joy to the old 
as well as to the young. 

Is It not a fact that most of the old folks go to the circus "to please the chil- 
dren," but when von stand by the carry-us-all, with its Jumping horses, its big

Most anyone can conceive big things, but the man who pats them over and places 
them within the reach of all is the man. 

Now,. another phase of this wizard of the modern amusement world. While be 
was not the originator of the gold wagon fronts, Col. Parker has brought into being 
an artistic atmosphere, and made the carvings of his carnival fronts gems of art. 
One could almost believe that Parker had robbed A j ad din's Lamp in bringing Into 
existence the greatest factory in the- world for the manufacture of amusement devices. 

And with all this success Col. Parker has retained a modest demeanor. He Is 
just as simple as be was years ago In Abilene, Kan., long before his name became 
a household word in America, and his reputation extended to all parts of the world. 

In the civic life of Leavenworth, Kan., CoL Charles W. Parker plays an important 

Krt. He is an extensive holder of real estate there, and his residence la really a 
ronlnl mansion. 

It is a peculiar thing that many Individuals who spring into prominence in the 
show business become more or less inflated, but not so with Col. Parker. 

His motto Is "work hard and save a little every week." He has amassed a 
million or more, bat he Is just as careful in bis business arrangements as he was 
before prosperity came to him. 

Col. Charles W. Parker stands high in fraternal circles. He belongs to many 
orders. He is the" treasurer of The Showmen's League of America. I,eavemvorth 
Is anxious to secure The Showmen's League Home, and if the hoard of governors of 
this great tent show organization should finally decide to build its refuge for worthy 
ones, who have spent their lives on circus lots there, every member of the order 
will feel assured that the Institution will be conducted in a proper manner. 

Every Individual in the profession of entertainment has a mission to fulfill, no 
matter now humble. Recreation Is as necessary to the welfare of the masses as is 
the food we eat or tbe clothes we wear. And it Is a wonderful thing to bo In a 
position to know that hundreds of thousands of people are being entertained through 
out efforts every day. Col. Charles W. Parker, "America's Amusement King," has 
that satisfaction, and in years to come, long after he has finished his llfe'B work, 
and has left it to others to carry out his Ideas, tbe children of America will revere 
his name, and hundreds of showmen who hare made fortunes utilising bis devices 
will say : "He was a great Parker." 



Bat, Joe, I don't want to butt in nor take 
away any of your thunder, bst it seems t« 
me that the autobiography of a circus ticket 
wagon would prove of interest to your 
readers. 

Watts tbe activities of tbe ticket wagon 
are limited, to an extent, and the only time 
the actors see it is on pay day, yet some of 
these days, with your permission. If you 
don't mind, I will tell you a atory of my life. 

iNcrnnrriixT, to uncover my identity, I 
may Inform you that I carried all the money 
for the Barrett Show from Coast to Coast, 
and since then I have been identified, with a 
number of clrcns aggregations. 

"While counting money Is apt to be a bur- 
densome task, if you will permit me, I wapt 
to tell you something of the boys who have 
been In charge of the dough with tbe shows 
with which I have been connected. 

Pax day with a circus ticket wagon Is 
some event, bat what an unpopular guy I 
am when the ghost does not walk; in fact, 
some nights I am not eased up the runs, but 
I am shunted around like a local freight car 
on a through train. 

I have seen tbe time, Joe, when I was 
fairly burdened with bankrolls, sacks of sil- 
ver, hunches of soft, bat tbey do say I have 
more stalls than a livery stable, and I have 
also been told that If bull was music I would 
have the big band cheated off the hoard. 

I have seen them coming with a smiling 
face, expecting at least a double aawbuck, 
and leave witb a handful of gitneys. 

I have seen tlic pompous sheriff with an 
armful of stiffs determined to put me out of 
the play, and go away smiling with four big 
show broads. 

Sat I talk about a school for the study of 
human nature, the ticket wagon of an aver- 
age circus can tell you more about the funny 
side of life than Ezra Kendall did in bis best 
monologue* 

Whilk I don't want to go 'way Into the 
story, which I have in mind to give you 
some of these days, Joe, I want you lo know 
something about the experiences I bavo had 
in opening and closing the shows. 

Winter days have passed. Spring has 
come, and the folks have arrived from far 
and near to join the troupe. 

I know that if my friend, the cook tent, 
ever tells you his story, it will put mine In 
the shade, bnt I am going to beat him to it. 

Iuaoine, if you please, the artists In the 
dressing room and the workingmen on the 
lot, after months of leisure, the welcome 
band they give me, Joe ; tbe look of expecta- 
tion on their faces as I am rolled on tbe lot. 
They make « rush for me with open arms 
and open mitts and, as usual, go 'way with 
the bull. 

But on the closing day (I have been good 
to tbe folks all season, God knows), but 
still they're not satisfied, and tbey are at 
toe runs to clean me, ana my escort of six 
dapple grays, as they go by tbe waiting 
throng, .look at them and seem to say ■ 
"You'll get yours— it's all ready for you, 
wrapped up In brown paper." 

Bit, Joe, I know you're cramped for 
■pice this w.-ek, and so I will leave tbe story 
of my life until a later issue. 

Jon. Kohbnthal, . tbe bustler, is back in 
Chicago for a while, and during a call at 
the Western Bureau of Thb nsw Yobk 
Cmppbb, Friday, announced that, after a 
brief rest, be would probably go out ahead 
of a show. Joe has bad a lot of experience

DR. GROUCH PROPOUNDS. 

Joe, I guess the readers of The Old Relia- 
ble have come to look upon me as a rabid 
old .pessimist. 

They are wrong, for I think this is a grand 
old world, and I fully enjoy living In It. But 
I have wasted so many years of my life, as 
a great many of tbe snowmen of to-day are 
doing, and now that I am old and I see so 
many opportunities to Improve conditions In 
the many lines of outdoor amusement that 
are being passed up by present day show- 
men, that It burns me up, and my pen writes 
that which my brain dictates. 

The great trouble with some show people 
Is that tbey cannot appreciate the fact that 
this Is an age of progress, and tbe public 
insists upon something new. 

They will not spend money to see the same 
thing that hasJbeen forced on them for tbe 
past twenty-five years. 

I speak now of the carnival field. Pick 
out any carnival company In the business, 
and with the exception of the motordrome, 
tell me one thing new that bas been sprung 
In this line. 

True, they have improved the appearances 
of the shows witb gold wagon fronts, but as 
to the performance inside. It is absolutely 
the same as It wss with the first carnival 
ever put out. They have the girl show, the 
plantation show, a collection of freaks, a mu- 
sical comedy, which Is about as entertaining 
as paying tbe rent All these things have 
been in vogue since the first carnival was put 
on the road. 

Then the question Is asked "What else can 
you give them? That's the limit of carnival 
shows." Each year each manager spends a 
great deal of money in building what is called 
"a modern show,' and turns right around 
and bas the same thing that be bad tbe 
previous season. 

Now, let ua see If there isn't something new 
that never bas been, but can be shown witb 
a carnival company. 

First of all. what Is wrong with carnival 
companies? Many things. Too many, In 
fact, to mention them all. But the one bad 
feature Is the mechanical organization, 
bave yet to see a carnival, no matter how 



small completely set up and ready to open 
on a Monday night. And this surely gives 
them a black eye. Have you ever considered 



what an undertaking It is to put up the 
Barnum Show, give a parade, two perform- 
ances, all In one day? Can you name me 
any five combined big carnivals that carry 
as much stuff as tbe Barnum Show does? 
If the big circuses can do It why can't you? 

Now the question' comes up— tbey bave 
the help to do It. So bavo you, if your belp 
were so controlled that they would work on 
all parts of your show. The carnival com- 
pany has a lot superintendent, but be bas as 
much anthorlty around the' snow as a csn- 
vnsman would have In telling tbe manager 
what to do. Each Independent show bas 
its own working, men. They put up their 
own show and that lets them out. 

Now, let us sopopse that tbe entire work- 
ing staff of a carnival company was engaged 
by. and came under the sole direction of tbe 
lot superintendent: he could then control 
tbe working forces. As to tbe psy, each 
show could be charged Its iiercentage. 

Now. as to attractions — Do you not think 
that an Indian village would be a novelty? 
Imagine tbe scenic Investment which could 
be utilised In projecting a picture- of Indian 



Ufa. in tta primitive state. I mean, going I 
away back to the Colonial days; in fact, Mck ' 
to the days of 1492 when Columbus first set • 
foot on the Island of San Salvador. For a 
bally-hoo, tbe visitors free of charge, stroll 
through the Indian village, passing the 
tepeeea; tbe squaws at work making their 
baskets, and the bucks making tbe bows and 
arrows. The medicine man of the tribe 
crooning over bla brazier, mixing up his i 
herbs. Running wild about tbe village are 
the cayutee of tbe plains; the pralrlo dogs 
seek their holes, and as an attraction for 
the children a free ride on the ponies. 

Now for. the revenue of this attraction — 
The Indian beadwork, the basket weaving 
and the sliver work. The sale of bows ana 
arrows, moccasins, chaps, hawkbeads, tomo- 
hawk heads. All would bring In a lot of 
money. 

Now for tbe ibow part of It For the 
blow-off on the Inside the Indians will elvo 
their war dance, tame the fiery pony, their 
dog feast, the gathering of the tribes, tbe 
Indians preparing for war, sham battle be- 
tween two warring tribes, the burning at the 
stake, tbe Indians' attack on ths old settlers' 
cabin, tbe Indian wedding, and last, bnt not 
least, the inspiring peace pow-wow. 

And the beauty of alt this is that it's new 
for a carnival. 

Say, Joe. I note In a recent issue of Tux 
Nbw York Clipper that you bave discounted 
the possibility of a show-Indian attraction. 
I want to take exception to your statement 
that "the show-Indian Is a Joke." Mind you, 
to make blm a reality, to thrill carnival de- 
votees with tbe aboriginal atmosphere, It 
will be necessary to get away from tbe taw- 
dry attempts which have been made hereto- 
fore, and make the exhibition as realistic as* 
If it were presented in tbe native habitat of 
tbe Redman. 

I agree .with you. Joe, that folks are more 
or less jaded and rather blase, when it comes 
to Indian shows, but I have In mind an ex- 
hibition which. If put on as I would have It, 
will revive the interest of American show- 
goers. 

Now. we'll take tbe plantation show. The 
most abused attraction with any carnival 
company, for if there Is anything that Is 
bad. when It is bsd, It's a bad plantation 
show. Now. Mr. Showman, taking It for grant- 
ed that you bave traveled this country over, 
let me ask you to look back of what your 
feeling was when you first entered the land 
of cane and cotton. Don't you remember 
bow different It looked to you. How queer 
were those whitewashed cabins, and that 
bunch of pickaninnies hanging to mammy's 
apron strings, curly-haired, with ahlny white 
teeth, and, an happy as a lark? Think over 
every plantation show you've seen. Can 
you recall one that ever reminded you of the 
South. Now. how many people In the East 
bave ever seen a cotton gin In operation? 
How many people in the East or West, as 
far as that goes bave ever seen Jk two- 



wheeled cart loaded with baled cotton, to 
which was harnessed an ox? What'.a sen- 
sation that would be for a street bally-hoo, 
to gar nothing of tbe Interest it would evoke 
on the lot. and the columns of newspaper 
stuff It would get you. 

Let me picture to you my idea of what a 
plantation should be: Instead of the old 
steamboat front, which looks is mucb like 
one of those Mississippi packets as a wheel- 
barrow resembles an automobile, I would 
reproduce a Colonial mansion of the South, 
Just as It was before tbe war. Imagine tbe 
portico of an old Southern manor house. 
Tbe wblte columns glistening In the morning 
(on. Potted plants Interspersed, and the 
sweet magnolia in full bloom. Vines twining 
about the porch. Can you Imagine anything 
more restful, anything more dignified for a 
carnival front? 

And through what would be tbe entrance 
to your show would represent the gateway 
to tbe plantation proper on the right lo the 
manor house. 

The stage is set representing tbe negro 
quarters, witb a cotton field for a fore- 
ground, or, if yon prefer, down In tbe fields 
of the sugar cane. As the "visitor passes 
Inside there are the negro cabins, anil tbe 
cotton gin or tbe sugar press In full opera- 
tion. Strewn about tbe field are negroes 
picking cotton, crooning their old Southern 
melodies. 

Now, for the show— when yon produce a 
plantation sCiow, is it consistent to nave. your 

Berfonner sing a song of 1013 when he Is 
ving in the atmosphere of '64 ? The South 
before the war kpew nothing about spangles 
or patent leather shoes. It's like Topsy In 
fleshings, or Uncle Tom In a red coot witb 
velvet racings. Why not get right back to 
the realism of things? Folks are looking for 
tbe real fjlng after all. Why Is "uncle 
Tom's Cabin" Immortal? It's a vivid picture 
of things just as they were. Do you imagine 
that by simply putting out eight or ten more 
or less ordinary colored actors on the bally- 
hoo stage, Oat you're going to turn them 
away at your plantation show. Singing and 
dancing are all right, and are a part 
of a colored show. Brass bands were 
not known down on the plantations, but they 
oil bad banjos and fiddles, nnd even tbe old 
Jews' harp played an Important part in Do 
entertainment of the darkles. 

Why not get back to days Just as they were 
before carnivals were ever beard of? 

Another thing to be considered. People 
today think more of a dime than they old 
twenty years ago. They want to get value 
for their money. They are sick ana tired, I 
take it, of seeing a lot of mediocre talent 
fcet up and sing ragtime songs, when thoy 
would much rather bear "Old Black Joe," 
"My Old Kentucky Home" and "Suwanee 
River." 

The Installation of these new Indian and 
plantation shows would not occasion a much 
greater outlay than hns been made for or- 
oinary attractions. Of course, they would 
take more space on the lot, but there isn't a 
carnival manager In the world who wouldn't 
be glad to give you all the space required 
for stellar attractions of this character. 

I may be a dreamer, Joe, but tbe day of 
"I can't" bas passed, and the day of "I 
will" is coming. - 

We move rapidly In this twentieth cm- 
turv and we must keep up-to-date, and to 
entertain the public and glvo satisfaction, 
must give realism and exercise originality. 

At some future date I will take up other 
amusement branches of the carnival business, 
but I guess, Joe, I've gone about aa far tbli 
week as space will allow. 

One thing I want to say, however, and I 
am In a position to know what I'm talking 
•bout it Is simply marvelous the advance 
which is being made . by Tils New York 
Clipper In Its circulation witb tent show 
people. Everywhere I go, on every lot, In 
the privilege cars, on the bill cars. In the 
advance, In fact, everywhere where tent show 
people congregate or carry on their duties, I 
find Tub Old Reliable. 

While every day at tbe Western Bureau 
of Tub New York Clpper Is more or less 
a busy interesting one. Saturday, 18, was 
particularly active. 

Lew Nichols favored us witb a call. In 
all of the twenty-five years that I bave en- 
joyed his acquaintance, I never saw blm look- 
ing better. 

I don't want to tip off any confidences, but 
do you know, thst In spite of tie fact that 
Lew 1s lord and master of one of tbe finest

L' NITBD STATES TEXT AMD AWNING 00. 
MOVES INTO ITS NEW BUILDING. 
la the year, 1004. the Dnlted States Tent 
and Awning Co. was organised hi tbe city 
of Chicago. It started in a email way, bat 
It was destined to assume a recognized posi- 
tion In the amusement world, Insofar a* It 
pertains to the manufacture of big show 
canvases, side show banners, etc. Step by 
step this institution has advanced, under 
the able direction of Bdw. P. Nenman Jr., 
its president ; Walter F. Driver, vice presi- 
dent and treasurer, and Bdw. B. Lltzfngcr, 
secretary. 

I can vividly recall the inception of the 
United States Tent A Awning Co. In those 
days It occupied humble quarters on the 
West Side. Later the demands of tbe ever 
growing business compelled the utilization of 
larger quarters, and a plant was Installed at 
22 to 28 N, Desplolnes Street On tbe 15th 
of last month tbe United States Tent & 
Awning Co, moved into Its new building at 
225* to 281 N. Desplalnes Street, and cer- 
tainly tbe gentlemen who bave built up this 
great factor In the tent ehow world have 
every reason to be proud of their accom- 
plishments. 

Tie United States Tent It Awning Co. Is 
now cosily Installed In Its new factory, 
which occupies five floors and the basement. 

The first floor Is devoted to the executive 
offices, which are richly furnished in ma- 
hogany. Ten expert stenographers are em- 
ployed, and there Is a private telephone ex- 
change. Tbe private offices are large and 
roomy and fitted op in an elegant manner, 
and It is evident that not a single detail has 
been overlooked In the furnishing of them.

HAwnatxiH's, Matinee, Oct. 20. 

It may be said at tbc outset tint Wllite 
Bard Is one of the greatest entertainers that 
the F "B 1|lh stage baa sent as and also toot 
the American public baa seen. He was 
visibly nervous, for be was showing his brand 
it goods to • class of buyers -who had to be 
convinced that tbej wanted them, and at the 
end of fifty minutes tbey were convinced 
that the goods he offered were "0. K." 

Mr. Bard la an eccentric comedian and 
singer In the truest sense of the word, and 
on his first appearance be proved be has 
the happy faculty of selecting material. All 
of the songs that be sings were written eipe- 
dally for film, and while man; of thcra have 
preceded him to America, It took WUkle Bard 
to get the "meat" oat of them. He has not 
what we would term a fine singing voice, bat 
be possesses the knack of getting them over, 
which in vaudeville is the main thing. His 
songs are really introduced In skits which 
abound in witty lines, all of them delivered 
In brilliant manner by Mr. Bard. 

His first song was "Hall. Smiling Morn," 
which be sang In a salt of white that re- 
sembled very closely the uniform of a New 
York street cleaner. 8ave for several black 
spots on bis eyelids and forehead, be had 
no facial make-up. In this song, or rather 
skit, be bad the add of two men (whose 
names were not on the program), dressed In 
grotesque dress suits of black, and a facial 
comedy make-up. Between then} they kept 
up a rapid-Ore conversation of how the song 
should be sung, with many witty lines falling; 
from the lips of Wllkle. 

His next song was the famous "Chrysan- 
themum." which scored an instant success. 
For this song, Mr. Bard has his own set, 
which shows the Interior of bis house. He Is 
coming home after a night with "the boys" 
under the Influence of liquor, and In order to 
square matters with bis wife, he Is carrying 
to her a huge bunch of cbrysaofbemuas. 
After the singing of the first verse the of- 
fering becomes a sketch. Bard Is afraid to 
enter the bouse boldly, so he timidly rings 
the bell and a maid comes to the door. Not 
recognizing him, she tells him that they are 
not buying flowers to-day, and closes the 
door In his face. Crushed, he rings again, 
and the maid comes to the window. This 
time she knows him, and tells him that the 
wife had just discharged her. Stiil drunk, 
Bard Invites her outside and they talk mat- 
ters over. She tells him that be Is not severe 
enough with hlB wife, and she proceeds to 
show blm what she would do if she were bis 
better half. Then follows some charming 
love making, which is embellished with lines 
that sparkle with rare wit. The offering 
comes to a close when a plumber comes along 
to fix a pipe in the house. He enters, and 
the wife, thinking that It Is her husband, 
proceeds to give him a beating (off stage). 
The curtain falls lost as Wllkle Bard walks 
off stage singing the chorus of ''Chrysanthe- 
mum." 

In this skit Mr. Bard also demonstrated 
tbst he is a dramatic actor of ability. The 
young woman who played the maid is uncom- 
monly pretty. 

But his biggest bit was when he asng "I 
Want to Slngln Opera," a catchy song that 
has long ago reached the New York stage, 
but it was never rendered so well before. To 
hear Mr. Bard (who is dressed in an out- 
landish "female" costume) render this song 
la alone worth the price of admission. Oar- 
ing the coarse of the song be delivers a 
funny monologue. He attempts to sing the 
second verse several times but the orchestra 
•prevents, and at last be decides to kill time 
until It Is ready by eating a sandwich. This 
Is one of the funniest thlqgs that be does, 
snd it kept the house in constant laughter. 

For an encore he was compelled to sing 
"The Wriggly Bag," which will toon be 
whistled all over town. 

To bring matters to a close, we venture to 
predict that Wllkle Bard will become na big 
a favorite In America as be la in Eng'and, 
and in tbat country be la the Idol of the 
"alia 

He opens In one, then to two, and closes in 
one. About fifty minutes. Kelocy.

"The ; 'professtonal copy evil" is a nau- 
seating 'concoction which assails the nostrils 
of the publisher of popular music. . 

It grays the hairs of his bead. It puts a 
largo size crimp In his yearly profits. It hi 
with htm by day and It haunts his drea-ns by 
night. 

Mention those four words within his hear- 
ing and bis language Immediately becomes 
forcible, but not necessarily elevating or 
beautiful." 

It: is a gigantic canker which gnaws the 
vitals of his business system. He is com- 
pelled to print professional copies, with' a 
full knowledge of their tendency to create 
hardening of nis business arteries. And still 
the average music publisher does nothing to 
check the spread of the disease or cast about 
for a remedy as a. possible cure. 

He has evidence of the fact that oat of every 
ten professional copies passed over his coun- 
ter, seven of them find their way into the 
hands of persons not in any way entitled to 
them. And the average publisher seems 
powerless to prevent this. lam speaking of 
tbe average publisher. 

The "grafter" Is the busy insect, and it la 
the "grafter" that is responsible for the 
seven-tenth percentage referred to. 

"Regular" copies of sheet mnslc are re- 
tailed at ten cents the copy. Beautiful title 
pages in three or four colors at that Cheap, 
isn't it? And you wouldn't think men and 
women would stoop to graft for such petty 
things, would you? I didn't, either, until I 
went "Plnkertoning" about a bit and saw 
the condition of things for myself. 

Here's the High Priest Grafter of them 
all: His name Is Bill Pokes, or Dick Jones, 
or any old name. Anyhow, he's a profes- 
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slonal singer. Sometimes good, more often 
bad. Bill has a bunch of friends, mostly 
bartenders, chambermaids ; perhaps some 
trod the higher walks of life — perhaps. At 
all events, they buttonhole Bill, Inform him 
that he is looking Immense, also what a fine 
voice he baB, and then how about getting 
some music. "Sure thing," says Bill. There- 
upon Bill "makes the rounds" and, being 
known, has no difficulty in obtaining all the 
music b3 can carry. BUI slips. his friends 
the copies and makes himself a goodfcllow 
at the expense of the poor publisher. 

Now enter the horde of other grafters, 
namely : Hangers-on about cheap theatres, 
stenographers (must be pretty to be good 
grafters), smart-alccks, male and female, 
who have been coached by professional 
singers as to the proper thing to do on enter- 
ing an office; policemen, firemen, et at. 
They form an endless procession, winding in 
and out of professional offices all day long. 
Some of them are "turned down," but the 
majority "get away with It" 

Listen : There are about twenty-five pro- 
fessional music offices in Chicago. The em- 
ployees ' of twenty of them are extremely 
feneroas, or careless, or lavish. Anyhow, 
hey present no obstacles to the caller's 
quest for music, and he walks away with It 
The twenty are a cinch to get music from. 

Tbe people In the other fire offices are of 
a different calibre. If the callers are un- 
known they are asked two or three questions, 
politely and adroitly. If they are entitled 
to professional copies they get them. If not, 
they get something besides music 

Just think. Five offices In Chicago that 
have representatives with sufficient ability 
to handle applicants sealoUBly and intelli- 
gently. If you doubt this statement do a 
little "gum-shoeing" on your own hook, If at 
all Interested. 

Here are some grafters and pests who get 

firofesslonal copies who should be entirely 
abooed, according to one professional man- 
ager: 

Orchestra leaders and members of or- 
chestras who obtain copies for friends, 
sweethearts, et oi. 

The comedian, actor or acrobat who never 
sang a song in their life, and because they 
are in "the business," take advantage ana 
get copies for non-professional friends. 

Attaches of theatres, excepting pianists 
and singers. 

Back-roomrsaloon-entertalnors and spert- 
Ing-honse "professors." 

Express wagon drivers. 

Amateurs, especially "professional" ama- 
teurs. 

Booking agents and their help. 

The elimination of these "constant seekers" 
will mean a decided and immediate improve- 
ment 

, The foregoing facts mast be readily ap- 
parent to even the most bumble layman. It 
should be, and undoubtedly Is. to those vi- 
tally Interested In tbe .music publishing 
business. 

I hope I will arouse some Interest per- 
taining to the professional copy evil by the

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writing of this article. Much may be done 
to. curb It Much more can be done by a 
concerted effort on the part of oil the pub- 
lishers. •
